Windsor,  Ont.,  Oct.  7th,  1890. 
Dear  Sir  and  Bro. — We,  the  undersigned,  being  a  Committee  appointed 
by  L.  A.  3281  to  investigate  and  find  out  who  sent  the  following  named  gentle- 
men from  this  town  to  Ottawa  to  the  late  Trades  and  Labor  Congress,  held  in 
that  city.  The  delegate  who  went  claiming  to  be  elected  by  the  Trades  and 
Labor  Council  of  Windsor  (John  Barnett)  was  not  elected,  as  there  was  no 
meeting  on  the  night  or  day  on  which  he  claimed  he  was  elected,  nor  for  two 
weeks  before  or  after.  We  also  find  that  Albert  Dynes  never  signed  the  cre- 
dentials, said  Dynes  being  the  President.  Therefore  his  (Barnett's)  credentials 
were  fraudulently  obtained.  We  also  find  that  Golden's  credentials  was  ob- 
tained by  fraud  ;  that  is,  as  in  the  case  of  BarnetC,  there  was  no  meeting  of 
L.  A.  7912  on  that  night,  nor  at  any  time  an  election  for  the  purpose  of  sending 
delegates  to  the  said  Congress.  We  also  find  that  the  Secratary  of  said  L.  A. 
7912  never  signed  the  above  credentials,  therefore  it  was  fraudulent.  We  also 
find  the  Tailors'  Union  never  elected  any  person  to  go  to  the  said  Congress,  and 
we  also  find  that  Mr.  James  McKinnon  never  signed  the  credentials,  as  presi- 
dent, presented  by  Alex.  Housen,  which  makes  his  also  fraudulent.  We  are  at 
a  loss  to  know  how  the  Committee  on  Credentials  accepted  the  credentials,  as 
the  names  of  the  delegates  should  have  been  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary 
some  time  before  the  Congress  met.  We  would  like  to  know  the  names  of  the 
Committee  on  Credentials,  as  we  think  if  this  matter  is  thoroughly  sifted  it 
will  be  found  that  a  great  many  of  those  calling  themselves  delegates  were 
self-appointed  or  solicited  to  go  and  act,  their  expenses  being  paid  by  parties 
who  wanted  to  make  capital  out  of  it.

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PROCEEDINGS. 


City  Council  Chamber, 

Ottawa,  Sept.  2nd,  1890. 

The  Dominion  Trades'  and  Labor  Congress  was  called  to  order  at  10  a.m. 

Mr.  Jas.  W.  Patterson,  President  of  the  Ottawa  Trades'  and  Labor  Council, 
opened  the  proceedings  by  introducing  to  the  Congress  Mayor  Erratt. 

His  Worship,  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Ottawa,  tendered  the  delegates  an 
earnest  and  hearty  welcome  to  the  Capital,  and  hoped  that  their  stay  in  the 
city  would  be  pleasant  and  profitable.  "  I  am  delighted,"  he  said,  "  to  have 
witnessed  the  grand  celebration  by  which  Labor  Day  was  observed.  It  was  the 
first  celebration  managed  exclusively  by  workingmen  in  this  city.  I  never 
remember  seeing  so  large  or  so  well  ordered  a  parade  in  Ottawa  before.  It  was 
a  most  respectable  and  creditable  turnout.  I  trust  that  this  meeting  of  the 
Congress  and  your  stay  in  the  Capital  will  be  both  pleasant  and  profitable. 

Mr.  Patterson  then  introduced  the  President  of  the  Congress,  Mr.  J.  T. 
Carey  of  St.  Catharines.  Mr.  Carey,  on  behalf  of  the  workingmen  of  Canada, 
thanked  the  people  of  Ottawa  through  their  Mayor  for  the  kindness  and  hospi- 
lality  shown  to  the  visiting  delegates.  He  expressed  the  hope  that  this  annual 
meeting  would  be,  as  other  meetings  had  been,  productive  of  great  good  to  the 
laboring  men  and  to  all  the  people  of  Canada.  They  were  there  to  perform 
duties  imposed  on  them  by  the  organizations  which  had  elected  them,  and  he 
knew  that  the  great  trust  would  be  faithfully  kept.  He  hoped  that  they  would 
carry  home  with  them  the  most  kindly  and  fraternal  feeling  toward  each  other 
and  toward  all  with  whom  they  came  in  contact.  They  should  also  act  so  that 
nothing  but  a  spirit  of  kindness  and  fraternity  would  prevail  amongst  all 
classes  of  men.  He  then  declared  the  Congress  open  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

On  motion,  the  following  were  appointed  a  Committee  on  Credentials — 
Messrs.  Geo.  S.  Warren  of  Montreal ;  W.  H.  Parr  of  Toronto ;  and  Jamss  C. 
Reynolds  of  Ottawa. 

The  Congress  then  adjourned  until  2  p.m. 

Afternoon  Session. 

The  Congress  was  called  to  order  by  President  Carey  at  2  p.m.

On  motion,  Mr.  Lafrance  of  Montreal  was  appointed  Assistant  Secretary 
and  translator. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  presented  his  annual  statement  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  the  past  year,  which  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Audit. 
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To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  to  the  Dominion  Trades1  and  Labor  Congress  : — 

Fellow  Delegates, — I  beg  leave  to  submit  herewith  for  your  consideration 
the  statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditure  in  connection  with  my  office  for 
the  year  1889-90  :— 

In  accordance  with  the  report  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  last 
session,  an  assessment  of  eight  cents  per  capita  was  levied  on  the  membership 
of  all  bodies  represented  at  the  last  Congress,  and  all  others  who  signified 
their  willingness  to  affiliate,  the  same  being  due  and  payable  in  two  instal- 
ments, on  the  15th  of  November  and  May  respectively. 

The  revenue  from  this  source  has  been  sufficient  to  meet  all  expenditure 
connected  with  the  Congress,  the  receipts  being  $479.87,  and  disbursements 
$477.76,  leaving  a  balance  of  $2.11,  which,  together  with  the  balance  of  $82.26 
on  hand  at  last  audit  leaves  the  amount  of  $84  37  in  my  hands. 

Forty-seven  organizations  were  represented  at  the  Montreal  session,  and 
of  those,  four  failed  to  pay  either  assessments  and  five  paid  the  first  assessment 
only.  Eighteen  bodies  not  represented  at  the  last  session  paid  per  capita,  only 
one  of  which  failed  to  pay  the  second  instalment.  The  total  number  of  organ- 
izations, therefore,  contributing  to  the  income  of  the  Congress  was  sixty-one, 
in  my  opinion  a  gratifying  increase  in  one  year.

On  motion,  the  Congress  proceeded  to  the  election  of   auditors,  and  on  a 

ballot  being  taken,  Messrs.  Warren  of  Montreal,  Joe  T.  Gilmour  of  Toronto,  and 

McLeod  of  Ottawa,  were  declared  elected. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Ingram,  seconded  by  Mr.  R.  Glockling,  and  resolved, 

That  a  coriect  copy  of 'all  resolutions  submitted  to  this  Congress  be  placed  in  a 

conspicuous  place  in  this  chamber,  numbered  iu  consecutive  order,  so  that  all  delegates 

may  have  an  opportunity  of  reading  them,  if  so  disposed. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Joe  T.  Gilmour,  seconded  by  Mr.  Parr,  and  resolved, 

That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  post  a  notice  requesting  visitors  to  sit  in  the 
gallery  ;  provided  this  shall  not  apply  to  visitors  who  may  be  invited  to  seats  on  the  plat- 
form or  body  of  the  hail  by  the  President. 

Moved  by  Mr.  O'Donoghue,  seconded  by  Mr.  Jobin, 
That  the  remaining  standing  committees  be  appointed  by  the  chair. 
Moved  in  amendment  by  Mr.  McLeod,  seconded  by  Mr.  Strange, 
That  this  Congress  now  proceed  to  elect  a  committee  of  five  to  select  the  standing 
committees  for  this  session,  and  that  said  committee  report  to  this  Congress  with  conve- 
nient despatch. 

Moved  in  amendment  to  the  amendment  by  Mr.  Shaw,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Elliott, 

That  Messrs.  Ingram,  Jobin,  O'Donoghue,  and  John  Armstrong  be  a  committee  to 
strike  the  standing  committees. 

On  a  vote  being  taken,  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  and  the  amend- 
ment were  declared  lost,  and  the  main  motion  carried. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Jury,  seconded  by  Mr.  John  Armstrong,  and  resolved, 

-o  ...T3ia*this  Con8re8S  extend  its  sympathy  and  support  to  the  miners  of  Wellington, 
British  Columbia,  now  on  strike  for  the  recognition  of  their  organization,  the  right  to 
combine,  and  the  establishment  of  eight  hours  as  a  day's  work  ;  and  that  a  copy  of  this 
resolution  be  telegraphed  to  them  at  once. 
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Moved  by  Mr.  R.  Glockling,  seconded  by  Mr.  Holmes,  and  resolved, 

That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  a  Committee  to  draft  and  forward  a  congratula- 
tory cable  message  to  the  British  Trades'  Union  Congress  now  in  session  at  Liverpool. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Joe  T.  Gilmour,  seconded  by  Mr.  Hastings,  and  resolved, 

That  the  sessions  of  this  Congress  be  as  follows  :  from  9  a.m.  to  12  noon,  and  from  2 
p.m.  to  6  p.m.,  and  evening  sessions  as  determined  upon  by  the  Congress. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Darlington,  seconded  by  Mr.  A.  J.  McDonald, 

That  for  the  remainder  of  the  session  of  this  Congress  no  member  be  allowed  to 
speak  more  than  twice,  or  longer  than  five  minutes  each  time,  on  any  question  before 
this  body,  except  by  consent  of  the  members  present. 

Moved  in  amendment  by  Mr.  Jobin,  seconded  by  Mr.  Routier, 

That  all  delegates  be  allowed  to  speak  only  once  on  all  questions,  and  for  an  un- 
limited time. 

On  a  vote  being  taken,  the  original  motion  was  declared  carried. 

President  Carey  then  delivered  his  annual  address,  as  follows  : — 

Fellow  Delegates. — As  the  President  of  the  Dominion  Trades'  and  Labor 
Congress,  it  is  my  very  pleasing  duty  on  this  occasion  to  extend  to  you,  indi- 
vidually and  collectively,  a  warm  welcome  to  the  performance  of  your  very 
important  duties  as  representatives  of  organized  Labor,  the  representatives  in 
fact  of  all  who,  in  this  Dominion,  have  to  seek  and  obtain  a  livelihood  through 
wages  for  labor  done,  to  the  serious  consideration  of  the  several  questions 
affecting  vitally  the  interests  and  welfare  of  that  class  of  Canada's  population, 
which  may  come  before  you  for  action  thereon.  I  feel  satisfied  you  will  devote 
your  full  and  undivided  energies,  as  well  as  experienced  minds. 

The  present  appears  to  me  a  fitting  occasion  to  draw  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  this  is  not  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Labor  movement  that  a 
meeting  of  the  present  representative  character  has  taken  place  at  this,  the 
capital  of  Canada.  As  far  back  as  1874,  sixteen  years  ago,  the  second  annual 
session  of  the  Canadian  Labor  Union  was  held  at  Ottawa,  and  it  is  with  plea- 
sure I  note  the  fact,  that  of  the  delegates  who  represented  Labor  organizations 
at  that  meeting  of  1874,  I  find  among  us  to  day  Bro.  A.  F.  Jury,  at  that  time 
representing  the  Toronto  Tailors'  Union,  but  now  accredited  as  the  representa- 
tive of  District  Assembly,  No.  125,  K.  of  L.,  of  the  same  city,  and  Bro.  D.  J. 
O'Donoghue,  at  that  time  representing  Ottawa  Trades'  Council,  but  to-day  a 
delegate  from  Toronto  Trades'  and  Labor  Council.  At  that  memorable  session 
the  then  President,  Mr.  J.  W.  Carter,  delivered  an  able  and  well  considered 
address,  and  I  will  offer  no  apology  in  adopting  some  of  his  language  and  senti- 
ments in  addressing  you  at  the  present  time. 

With  him,  I  say,  there  are  two  reasons  why  I  regard  this  convention  with 
particular  interest  and  as  of  great  importance.  First,  I  regard  it  as  a  signifi- 
cant fact  that  Labor  representatives  of  the  Dominion  should  meet  at  Ottawa 
on  this,  the  second  occasion,  as  it  is  here  where  the  great  men  of  the  Dominion 
profess  to  legislate  for  the  people  of  this  whole  country.  It  is  at  Ottawa  the 
laws  governing  the  Dominion  are  made,  and  it  is  but  appropriate  that  the 
workingmen  of  Canada,  through  their  representatives,  should  once  again  meet 
in  the  city  of  Ottawa  to  give  expression  in  no  uncertain  sound  on  questions 
affecting  their  particular  interests,  as  well  as  upon  such  subjects  of  general 
interest  to  the  whole  people  as  they  may  deem  advisable  to  pass  upon.  The 
second  reason  why  I  regard  this  meeting  of  importance  is  on  account  of  the 
grave  questions  which  will  come  before  you  for  consideration,  chief  among 
which  will  be  those  of  the  present  very  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  criminal 
law  as  to  conspiracy  on  the  part  of  those  belonging  to  Labor  organizations,  the 
status  of  Labor  organizations  before  the  law,  and  the  increased  expenditure  for 
immigration.  If  ever  there  was  a  time  when  calm  and  sober  thought  and 
sound  reasoning  were  ever  required,  it  is  the  present.  If  ever  there  was  a  time 
when  the  opinion  and  judgment  of  workingmen  should  be  especially  made 
known,  it  is  to-day.     Such,  in  effect,  were  the  words  of  President  Carter  in 
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1872,  and  I  repeat  his  words  with  all  the  force  begotten  of  experience  of  work- 
ingmen  in  all  the  years  since  that  time.  The  truth  of  my  assertion  will  be 
made  very  evident  during  this  session  to  every  reflecting  mind. 

I  cannot  too  strongly  impress  on  the  minds  of  the  delegates  to  the  present 
Congress  the  advantage  as  well  as  the  necessity  of  having  an  accredited  repre- 
sentative of  your  Congress  at  the  seat  of  Government  during  the  several  ses- 
sions of  Parliament,  to  forward  such  laws  as  may  be  introduced,  as  well  as  to 
impress  upon  and  represent  to  the  Government  such  legislation  as  may  be  of 
pressing  importance  to  the  working  classes. 

I  desire  also  to  add  my  testimony  to  the  wisdom  of  having,  at  last  year's 
Congress,  elected  an  executive  of  six,  three  from  each  of  the  Provinces  of  Quebec 
and  Ontario,  and  through  which  provision,  while  acting  as  an  executive  body 
for  the  Congress  as  a  whole,  each  three  was  empowered  to  act  as  a  sub-com- 
mittee in  representing,  as  well  as  promoting,  Labor  legislation  in  the  respective 
Provinces.  This  is  amply  illustrated  in  the  value  of  the  reports  which  these 
sub-committees  present  to  this  Congress  of  their  labors,  and  which  reports  I 
feel  in  duty  bound  to  assert  of  my  personal  knowledge,  do  not  do  full  justice  in 
detail  to  the  efforts  of  those  constituting  those  sub-committees. 

As  the  report  of  the  General  Executive  Board  of  the  Congress,  which  has 
already  been  placed  in  your  hands,  details  the  work  done,  or  sought  to  be 
accomplished,  as  well  as  indicate  in  general,  what  is  urgently  required  in  the 
shape  of  specific  legislation,  both  federal  and  provincial,  I  need  not  trespass 
to  any  considerable  extent  upon  your  necessary  limited  time  at  this  early  stage 
of  the  proceedings. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Congress  is,  I  am 
glad  to  know,  already  in  your  hands  also,  and  from  it  you  will  learn  that  such 
funds  as  have  come  into  his  possession  have  been  properly  accounted  for,  as 
well  as  economically  expended.  It  also  bears  me  out  in  asserting  that  at  the 
last  annual  meeting  of  this  organization  no  mistake  was  made  in  the  selection 
of  that  very  important  officer.  My  personal  as  well  as  official  thanks  are  due, 
and  are  hereby  tendered,  to  the  executive  officers  during  the  past  year  for  their 
invaluable  and  prompt,  as  well  as  able  assistance,  accorded  me  on  all  occasions. 
To  the  representatives  of  the  press  of  Canada  with  whom  I  came  in  contact,  or 
with  whom  I  had  any  relations  whatever  while  at  Ottawa  or  elsewhere,  as  your 
representative,  and  lastly,  to  the  several  Labor  organizations  of  the  Dominion 
with  whom  or  whose  officers  I  had  occasion  to  have  correspondence,  for  the 
oourtesy  always  accorded  me  as  President  of  the  Dominion  Trades'  and  Labor 
Congress. 

In  conclusion,  and  with  the  hope  that  a  kind  Providence  will  direct  and 
bless  your  labors,  I  now  formally  declare  the  sixth  session  of  the  Congress  open 
for  the  consideration  and  transaction  of  such  business  as  may,  in  accordance 
with  its  constitution  and  laws,  be  brought  before  it. 

Moved  by  Mr.  R.  Glockling,  seconded  by  Mr.  Holmes,  and  resolved, 

That  the  President  do  now  appoint  a  Committee  of  five  on  Standing  Orders  and 
Resolutions,  and  that  the  President's  address,  now  read,  be  referred  to  the  same ;  and 
also  a  Committee  of  three  on  Ways  and  Means. 

The  President  then  appointed  the  following  Committees  : — 

Committee  on  Standing  Orders  and  Resolutions. — Messrs,  Salmon  of  Nanaimo, 
B.  C,  Routier  of  Quebec,  Beland  of  Montreal,  Hastings  of  Toronto,  Bartley  of 
Vancouver. 

Committee  on  Ways  and  Means. — Messrs.  R.  Glockling  of  Toronto,  Darling- 
ton of  Montreal,  Cote  of  Quebec. 

The  following  communication  was  received,  and  the  invitation  to  sit  for 
photograph  accepted  : — 

Ottawa,  Sept.  2nd,  1890.

The  Executive  Committee  presented  the  following  report : — 
To  the  delegates   to  the  Sixth  Annual  Session  of  the  Dominion  Trades'  and  Labor 

Congress  : 

Gentlemen, — Your  Executive  Committee  beg  to  submit  herewith  for  your 
information  the  following  report : — 

Previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Dominion  Parliament,  blank  forms  of  peti- 
tions were  prepared  and  forwarded  to  all  organizations  in  the  Dominion  for 
signature,  praying  for  the  exactment  of  certain  laws  or  amendments  to  existing 
laws,  and  your  Committee  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  a  very  large 
number  were  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons  in  due  time.  Petitions  were 
also  signed  and  presented  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Ontario  by  the  organizations  in  those  provinces. 

Your  Committee  also  prepared  and  forwarded  to  His  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor-General in  Council,  memorials  respecting  the  various  matters  specially 
referred  to  them  at  the  last  session  of  Congress. 

The  only  general  meeting  of  your  Committee  during  the  year,  owing  to  the 
great  distance  and  heavy  expense,  was  held  in  Ottawa  on  February  15th,  there 
being  present  Messrs.  Carey,  Lafontaine,  Dower,  Jobin,  Brennan,  Gibson, 
March,  and  Crozier.  The  Committee  waited  on  the  Hon.  Sir  John  Thompson, 
Minister  of  Justice  ;  Hon.  Mr.  Tupper,  Minister  of  Marine  ;  Hon.  Mr.  Costigan, 
Minister  of  Inland  Revenue  ;  and  Hon.  Mr.  Bowell,  Minister  of  Customs,  and 
laid  before  them  various  matters  pertaining  to  their  respective  departments 
affecting  the  interests  of  the  wage-earners  of  the  Dominion.  It  was  decided  to 
instruct  Mr.  Carey  to  remain  in  Ottawa  and  represent  the  interests  of  the  Con- 
gress during  the  session.     The  following  is  Mr.  Carey's  report : 

In  presenting  this  Report  I  need  hardly  remind  you  that  it  is  not  intended  to  enter 
into  detail  as  to  all  the  work  which  was  necessary  and  performed  in  furtherance  of  the 
objects  in  which  we,  as  representatives  of  organized*  labor  throughout  Canada,  were 
specially  interested.  With  the  design,  however,  of  giving  some  idea  of  what  had  been 
performed  in  that  behalf,  I  may  be  permitted  to  say  that,  according  to  instructions,  I 
attended  at  Ottawa  during  the  last  session  of  Parliament.  Early  in  the  session  a  meeting 
of  your  Executive  was  held  at  the  Capital,  and  immediately  after  I  placed  myself  in 
communication  with  members  of  Parliament,  and  solicited  their  support  for  measures 
that  had  or  were  likely  to  be  introduced  during  that  session  in  the  interests  of  labor.  1 
am  glad  to  say  such  support  was,  in  most  instances,  cheerfully  promised.  Several  bills 
were  introduced  during  the  session  by  private  members,  and  which,  had  they  become  law, 
would  have  been  very  beneficial  to  the  working  classes.  In  every  instance  I  sought  to 
secure  copies  of  these  as  soon  after  their  introduction  as  possible,  and  when  successful,  I 
at  once  forwarded  copies  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  several  labor  organizations  throughout 
the  country.  When  I  could  not  get  these  copies  I  forwarded  the  titles  of  measures  intro- 
duced, so  as  to  give  an  idea  of  the  character  of  the  bills  pending.  When  sending  such 
bills  or  titles  of  bills,  I  inva  iably  requested  that  they  be  laid  before  the  organizations 
for  consideration,  and  if  approved  of  to  pass  resolutions  and  forward  them  to  the  respect- 
ive members  of  Parliament  for  the  constituencies  in  which  the  bodies  were  located.  I 
was  not  disappointed,  for  in  a  short  time  after  these  resolutions  began  to  pour  in  from  all 
parts  of  the  country,  praying  for  the  passage  into  law  of  those  measures.  I  am  pleased 
in  b  ing  able  to  state  that  these  resolutions  had  a  beneficial  effect  upon  some,  at  least,  of 
the  members  of  the  House,  as,  apparantly,  up  to  that  time  some  of  them  were 
not  aware  of  the  existence  even  of  a  labor  organization  in  the  constituencies  they  repre- 
sented. 

Hon.  Sir  John  Thompson,  Minister  of  Justice,  introduced  (according  to  promise  of 
the  previous  session)  an  amendment  to  the  Criminal  Law  Amendment  Act,  with  the 
object  of  providing  better  legal  protection  for  the  members  of  labor  organizations,  and 
which  amendment  was  in  the  words  following  :— 

"  2.  No  prosecution  shall  be  maintainable  against  any  member  of  a  trade  combination 
for  conspiracy  to  do  any  act  or  cause  any  act  to  be  done,  or  to  neglect,  or  refuse,  or  omit 
to  do  any  act,  or  to  cause  or  procure  the  neglect,  refusal  or  omission  to  do  any  act,  un- 
less such  act,  or  such  neglect,  refusal  or  omission,  as  the  case  may  be,  is  an  offence 
punishable  by  law," 
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On  the  request  of  your  Committee  the  honorable  gentleman  promoting  the  Bill  sub- 
stituted the  word  "  statute,"  instead  of  the  word  "  law,"  as  the  last  word  of  the  section 
just  quoted. 

Hon.  Mr.  Colby  introduced  a  bill  entitled,  "  An  Act  to  amend  the  Seamen's  Act," 
chap.  74  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canala.    This  Bill  provided  as  follows  : 

"1.  Section  118  of  the  '  Seamen's  Act,'  chap.  74,  R.  S.,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  following  words  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  lines  thereof :  '  or  be  removed  by  certiorari 
or  otherwise  into  any  of  Her  Majesty's  superior  courts  of  record.'  " 

The  foregoing  amendment,  while  applicable  in  the  Provinces  of  Quebec,  Nova  Scotia, 
New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island,  aud  British  Columbia,  does  not  apply  as  to 
Ontaiio,  as  was  petitioned  for.  Neither  does  it  secure  to  seamen  the  right  of  appeal. 
The  Act  applicable  to  Ontario  is  chapter  75,  R.  S.,  section  14,  and  is  not  affected  by 
the  amendment  just  referred  to  above. 

Mr.  Taylor  introduced  a  Bill  entitled,  •'  An  Act  to  prohibit  the  importation  and 
migration  of  foreigners  and  aliens  under  contract  or  agreement  to  perform  labor  in 
Canada."  This  Bill  received  the  hearcy  support  of  almost  every  labor  body  in  Canada. 
After  proceeding  some  stages  in  the  House,  it  was  referred  to  a  select  committee,  with 
power  to  take  evidence  in  relation  thereto,  and  with  instructions  to  report  thereon.  A 
copy  of  the  Bill,  together  with  the  evidence  taken  before  the  select  committee,  the  re- 
commendation of  that  committee  in  relation  thereto,  and  the  action  of  the  House  with 
regard  to  the  Bill,  is  submitted  herewith. 

Hon.  Mr.  Chapleau  introduced  an  Act  providing  for  the  collection  and  publication  of 
labor  statistics,  copies  of  which  I  was  unable  to  procure  until  some  four  days  previous 
to  that  of  the  second  and  third  readings.  On  that  day  I  sought  and  obtained  an  inter- 
view with  Hon.  Mr.  Chapleau,  and  requested  that  this  Bill  be  amended  so  as  to  make  it 
more  beneficial  to  those  most  intereste  l.  Not  receiving  a  satisfactory  answer  from  the 
hon.  Minister,  I  asked  Dr.  J.  H.  Wilson,  of  East  Elgin,  to  offer  the  required  amendments, 
which  he  kindly  consented  to  do.  Most  of  the  amendments  suggested  by  Mr.  Wilson 
were  ultimately  accepted  by  the  promoter  of  the  measure  before  it  was  passed  into  law. 
A  copy  of  the  Bill  and  amendments  are  also  submitted  herewith. 

Mr.  Purcell  introduced  a  Bill  for  the  protection  of  persons  employed  by  contractors 
and  others  in  the  construction  of  railways  etc.  This  Bill  was  also  referred  to  a  Com- 
mittee, and  was  not  heard  of  again  in  the  House. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Cook's  Bill,  to  provide  for  the  examination  of  persons  running  stationary 
engines,  boilers,  etc.,  was  not  brought  p  in  the  House  for  a  second  reading.  Another 
Bill  by  the  same  gentleman,  re  civil  service  employment,  caused  quite  a  debate  at  its 
second  reading.    The  Bill,  however,  was  ultimately  withdrawn. 

Mr.  N.  Clarke  Wallace's  Bill,  amen  ling  the  Anti-Combines  Act,  passei  the  House  as 
he  introduced  it,  but  it  failed  to  secure  the  assent  of  the  Senate  after  it  had  been  twice 
considered  by  a  Committee  of  the  latter  body.  As  a  consequence  the  law  remains  as 
enacted  in  1889. 

During  the  visit  to  Ottawa  of  Bros.  March,  Jobin  and  Brennan,  of  your  Execu- 
tive Board,  we  secured  an  interview  with  the  following  members  of  the  Govern- 
ment, namely,  Right  Hon.  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald,  Hon.  Sir  John  Thompson,  and  Messrs. 
Carling  and  Tupper,  and  impressed  upon  them  the  justice  of  totally  discontinuing  the 
granting  of  assisted  passages  ;  that  if  there  was  need  of  assisting  people  to  the  North- 
West  preference  should  be  given  our  own  citizens,  with  assistance  enough  to  start  them 
in  farming  ;  of  amending  the  Anti-Combines  Act  so  as  to  leave  out  all  reference  to  labor 
organizations;  of  substituting  the  word  "statute  "for  "  law,"  in  the  amendment  to  the 
Criminal  Law ;  of  appointing  inspectors  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  safety  of  ships 
law  ;  and  the  enactment  of  a  law  compelling  vessels  either  loading  or  unloading  to  have 
proper  tackle  and  gear  to  secure  people  engaged  in  that  class  of  work  from  accident. 

At  the  request  and  on  the  suggestion  of  your  Executive  Committee,  who  were  accom- 
panied by  Bro.  George  Warren,  of  the  Cigarmakers'  Union  of  Montreal,  Hon.  Mr.  Costigan 
introduced  and  had  passed  into  law  an  Act  providing  for  the  destruction  of  cigar  boxes 
when  empty.  This  very  necessary  and  just  measure  protects,  to  a  great  extent,  both  the 
members  of  the  cigarmakers'  uniocs  and  the  public  generally  against  the  packing  of 
inferior  cigars  in  the  boxes  which  had  previously  contained  only  first-class  cigars. 

Your  Committee  also  interviewed  Hon.  Mr.  Carling,  Minister  of  Agriculture  and 
Immigration,  and  warmly  protested  against  the  granting  of  assisted  passages  to  immi- 
grants from  abroad,  be  they  adults  or  children. 

The  following  report  is  presented  by  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec  : — 

Your  Executive  for  the  Province  of  Quebec  beg  leave  to  report  that  of  the  several 
resolutions  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  your  body,  they  deemed  it  expedient  to  select 
five  with  the  design  of  pressing  them  upon  the  attention  of  the  Provincial  Government 
and  Legislature,  and  if  possible  have  them  enacted  into  law.  These  measures  were  :  An 
Employers'  Liability  Act,  a  Mechanics'  and  Laborers'  Lien  Act,  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Public  Prosecutor  or  Prosecutors,  the  amendment  of  the  present  Jury  Law  so 
as  to  provide  that  the  per  diem  allowance  to  juryman  should  be  $2,  and  the  al Deration  of 
the  law  so  as  to  limit  the  power  of  calling  out  the  militia  to  the  Lieut. -Goverhor  and  the 
Mayors  of  municipalities  in  cases  of  riot.  In  accordance  with  this  resolve,  your  Commit- 
tee sought  and  were  accorded  an  interview  with  the  Premier  and  his  Government.  This 
interview  took  place  in  the  Court  House,  In  the  city  of  Montreal,  on  November  6th  of  last 
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year,  and  at  which  overy  member  of  your  Committee  was  present.  On  that  occasion  a 
formal  request  was  made  for  the  enactment  into  law  of  the  measures  first  recited,  and 
which  request  was  supported  by  your  representatives  to  the  best  of  their  ability.  The 
Government  would  not  commit  i  self  to  any  definite  promise,  but  asked  that  we  submit 
what  we  required  in  writing  at  as  early  a*  date  as  possible.  This  was  done,  and  duly 
acknowledged.  Besides  this,  no  less  than  215  petitions,  from  43  oifferent  labor  organiza- 
tions, were  duly  prepared  and  were  presented  on  the  floor  of  the  Legislature  praying  for 
the  legislation  referred  to.  Despite  these  efforts  there  was  no  practical  result,  except  in 
respect  of  the  payment  of  jurors.  In  the  latter  case  the  law  was  amended  so  as  to  allow 
one  dollar  per  day  to  jurors  residing  in  cities,  and  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  when  they 
are  drawn  from  other  municipalities  for  service  in  cities,  being  an  increase  of  fifty  cents 
per  day  all  around.  A  clause  was  also  embodied  which  places  the  pay  of  witnesses  on  the 
same  basis.    Besides,  tbe  following  measures  of  interest  to  workingmen  were  enacted  : 

An  Act  to  amend  Act  556  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  respecting  the  seizure  of 
household  goods ;  amending  Act  3026  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Quebec  relating  to  em- 
ployees in  manufactories;  amending  the  law  relating  to  the  protection  of  employees  in 
manufactories;  and  an  Act  relating  to  the  protection  of  persons  employed  in  the  con- 
struction of  railways  authorized  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  Quebec. 

Your  Committee,  though  not  as  successful  as  they  desired,  are  yet  hopeful  of  better 
results  in  the  near  future,  if  advantage  is  but  taken  of  the  experience  of  the  past  vear. 
They  recommend,  therefore,  that  their  successors  energetically  continue  the  good  work 
thus  inaugurated  until  the  just  demands  of  organized  labor  in  the  Pr  jvince  of  Quebec 
are  complied  -with  in  respect  of  legislation. 

Your  Committee,  while  drawing  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Government,  at  the 
instance  of  organized  labor,  established  free  night  schools  iu  the  cities  of  Montreal  and 
Quebec,  desire  also  to  report  that  organized  labor  achieved  a  triumph  in  the  election 
to  the  Provincial  Legislature  of  a  bona  fide  labor  represeutative  in  Division  No.  1  of  the 
city  of  Montreal,  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Joseph  Belaud,  President  of  Montreal  Trades'  and 
Labor  Council,  and  a  bricklayer  by  trade. 

Your  Committee,  in  concluding,  desire  to  indicate  that  they  aided,  to  the  utmost  of 
their  power,  in  the  distribution  and  forwarding  of  petitions  to  the  Federal  Parliament 
praying  for  certain  legislation  in  that  body,  and  were  ever  ready  at  the  call  of  our 
worthy  and  energetic  President,  Mr.  J.  T.  Carey,  in  promoting  every  measure  to  that  end. 

The  following  report  is  presented    by  the  Legislative   Committee   of   the 
Province  of  Ontario : 

The  sub-Committee  of  your  Executive,  whose  special  duty  it  was  during  the  past 
year  to  promote  as  well  as  watch  legislation  in  the  interest  of  Labor  in  the  Provincial 
Legislature  of  Ontario,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

We  find  that  since  1872,  when  organized  labor  in  Ontario— in  fact  in  Canada— first 
began  to  figure  as  a  factor  in  the  domain  of  practical  politics,  of  the  many  acts  of  the 
Legislature  of  this  Province  passed  into  law  since  that  date,  no  less  than  thirty-nine  or 
forty  of  them  have  been  of  more  or  less  direct  interest  and  importance  to  the  wage- 
earners  of  the  Province.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  the  following  as  worthy  of 
special  enumeration . 

1873—"  An  Act  to  Facilitate  Agreements  between  Masters  and  Workmen  for  Participa- 
tion in  profits." 
"  The  Trades'  Arbitration  Act."    This  law  was  intended  to  facilitate  the  settlement 

of  disputes  between  employers  and  employees. 
"An  Act  to  establish  Liens  in  Favor  of  Mechanic-?,  Machinists,  and  others." 
1874—"  An  Act  to  amend  the  Law   Relating  to  the  Attachment  of   Debts,  as  respects  the 
Wages  and  Salaries  of  Mechanics  and  others."    This  Act  exempts  from  gar- 
nishee wages  up  to  and  including  $25,  except  in  cases  of  debt  for  board  or 
lodging. 
"An  Act  respecting  Industrial  Schools."    This  Act  makes  provision  for  the  recla- 
mation and  care  of  children  found  begging,  receiving  alms,  wandering  ab  >ut 
without  settled   honies   or  proper   guardians,   found  destitute,   neglected  by 
parents  or  guardians,  etc. 
1878— "An  Act  to  amend  the  Mechanics' Lien  Act."    The  preamble  to  this  Act  recites 
that  "  Whereas,  it  is  desirable  to  afford  greater  protection  to  the  earnings  of 
the  working  Mechanics,  Laborers,  and  Suppliers  of  materials,  than  is  now  pro- 
vided by  law,"  Her  Majesty  enacts,  etc. 
1880  -"An  Act  to  protect  the  Goods  of  Lodgers  and  Boarders  against  Distresses  for  Rent 
due  Superior  Landlord." 
"  An  Act  respecting   Municipal  Assessments  and  Exemptions."     Clause  4  of  this 
Act  provides  that  "  the  deduction  of  .$100  from  the  income  of  a  person  having 
an  income  exceeding  that  amount  shall  not  be  made  in  case  such  income  ex- 
ceeds $1,000." 
1881— "An  Act  to  make  provision  for  the  -  afety  of  Railway  Employees  and  the  Public." 
The  Preamble  recites  that,  "Whereas,  frequent  accidents  to  railway  servants 
and  others  are  occasioned  by  the  neglect  of  Railway  Companies  to  provide  a 
a  fair  and  reasonable  measure  of  protection  against  their  occurrence  "'  as  to 
froga.  wing-ra  Is,  guard  rails,  freight  cars,  etc.,  provisions  are  made.    It  is  also 
provided  that  every  highway  or  other  overhead  bridge,  or  other  erection  or 
structure  over  any  railway      *    *    *     *    must  have  "an  open  and  clear  head- 
way of  not  less  than  seven  feet  over  the  top  of  the  highest  freight  car." 
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"  An  Act  to  amend  the  law  securing  to  Wives  and  Children  the  Benefit  of  Assur- 
ance on  the  lives  of  their  Husbands  and  Parents." 
1882— "An  Act  to  establish  a  Bureau  of  Industries."      This  Department  effects   much 
good  in  collecting   and  giving   very   valuable  and  reliable  information  as  to 
the  supply  of  labor,  rates  of  wages  prevailing,  etc.,  in  Ontario. 

"An  Act  to  make  further  provision  respecting  the  Lien  of  Mechanics  and 
Laborers." 

"  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  Free  Libraries."  This  Act  provides 
that  on  petition  to  Council,  signed  by  not  less  than  100  electors  in  a  city ; 
not  less  than  60  in  a  town,  and  not  less  than  30  in  an  incorporated  village, 
the  Council  may  pass  a  by-law  giving  effect  to  the  prayer  thereof  as  to  the 
establishment  of  a  Free  Library. 
1884 — "  An  Act  to  amend  the  Mechanics'  Lien  Act."  And  still  further  improving  that 
important  measure. 

"  An  Act  to  Secure  to  Wives  and  Children  the  benefit  of  Life  Insurance." 

"An  Act  to  Extend  the  Provisions  of  the  Revised  Statute  respecting  Master  and 
Servant."  Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  "  proceedings  may  be  taken  within 
one  month  after  the  engagement  or  employment  has  ceased,  or  within  one 
month  after  the  Act "  became  law.  The  various  provisions  of  this  Act  as  we  1 
as  its  benefits  a  e  so  well  known  and  admitted  now  that  an  enumeration  thereof 
is  not  necessary  here. 
1885— An  Act  respecting  Wages."  This  Act  provides  that  "  in  cases  of  assignment  of  any 
real  or  personal  property  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  the  assignee  shall  pay  in 
priority  to  the  claims  of  the  oidinary  or  general  creditors  of  the  person  making 
the  same,  the  wages  or  salary  of  all  persons  in  the  employment,  or  within  one 
month  before  the  making  thereof,  not  exceeding  three  months'  wages  or  salary, 
and  such  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  rank  as  ordinary  or  general  creditors  for 
the  residue,  if  any,  of  their  claims.  A  like  provision  is  made  to  apply  to  the 
distribution  of  the  assets  of  a  company  in  liquidation  under  the  "  Joint  Stock 
Companies'  Winding  Up  Act,"  as  well  as  to  the  settlement  of  claims  under 
"The  Creditors' Relief  Act."  The  provision  of  the  '•  Act  respecting  Wages," 
just  quoted,  applies  to  all  wage  earners — whether  by  the  day,  the  week,  the  month, 
or  the  piece. 

"An  Act  to  amend  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Franchise,  and  the  Representation  of  the 
People."  This  Act  conferred  the  right  of  franchise  on  wage  earners  who  earned 
$250  annually,  and  part  of  this  may  be  in  the  form  of  board  and  lodging. 
1886— "An  Act  to  amend  the  Franchise  and  Representation  Act,  1885."  Through  this, 
amendment  "  any  voter  entitled  to  vote  within  a  city  or  town  shall,  on  the  oay 
of  polling,  for  the  purpose  of  voting,  be  entitled  to  absent  himself  from  any 
service  or  employment  in  which  he  is  engaged  or  employed,  from  the  hour  of 
noon  in  the  day  time  until  the  hour  of  two  of  the  clock  next  thereafter,  and  such 
voter  shall  not,  because  of  absenting  himself,  be  liable  to  any  penalty,  or  suffer 
or  incur  any  reduction  from  the  wages  or  compensation  to  which  but  for  such 
absence  he  would  have  been  entitled,"  etc. 

"An  Act  to  amend  the  Revised  Statutes  respecting  Master  and  Servant."  still  further 
improves  that  law  in  favor  of  the  Servant.  It  contains  a  provision  that  "  any 
agreement  or  bargain,  verbal  or  written,  expressed  or  implied,  which  may  here- 
after be  made  between  any  person  and  any  other  person  not  a  resident  of  Can- 
ada, for  the  peformance  of  labor  or  service,  or  having  reference  to  the 
performance  of  labor  or  service  by  such  other  person  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario,  and  made  as  aforesaid,  previous  to  the  migration  or  coming 
into  Canada  of  such  other  person  whose  labor  or  service  is  contracted  for,  shall 
be  void  and  of  no  effect  as  against  the  person  so  migrating  or  coming." 

"An  Act  to  secure  Compensation  to  workmen  in  certain  cases." 
1887— "An  Aco  to  amend  the  Mechanics'  Lien  Act,"  by  adding  to  section  6  of  the  Act  the 
following  words  :  "but  such  lien  during  the  said  periods  shall  have  the  same 
priority  for  all  purposes  before  as  after  registration." 

"An  Act  to  amend  the  Workmen's  Compensation  for  Injuries  Act"  by  omitting 
therefrom  the  words :  •'  lapse  of  one  year  from  and  after  the  commencement 
thereof,"  and  inserting  instead  the  words,  "  first  day  of  April  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  ami  eighty  eight."  By  the  insertion  of  the  words  just 
quoted  the  law  was  made  to  apply  to  the  Granl  Trunk  Railway,  which  was 
exempt  under  the  Act  prior  to  1886  so  as  to  enable  the  employees  of  that  Com- 
pany to  make  answer  to  a  series  of  questions  propounded  by  a  Committee  of  the 
Legislature  as  to  the  value  to  them  of  the  insurance  system  in  connection  with 
that  railway.  This  amendment  also  extends  the  p  ovisions  of  the  Act  of  1886  so 
as  to  apply  to  other  employees  than  those  being  members  of  the  G.  T.  R.  insur- 
ance association. 

"An  Act  respecting  Distress  for  Rent  and  Taxes."  This  Act  exempts  goods  and 
cha  tels  exempt  from  seizure  or  distress  by  a  landlord,  except  as  provided 
therein. 

"An  Act  relating  to  Exemptions  from  Seizure  under  Execution,"  by  which  wearing 
apparel,  certain  household  effects  and  necessaries,  etc.,  are  exempt  from  seizure 
and  sale  under  all  circumstances. 
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"  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  chap.  193."— Exemptions  from  Taxation  :  "  The  an- 
nual income  of  any  person  derived  from  his  personal  earnings,  provided  the 
same  does  not  exceed  $700  ;  the  annual  income  of  any  person  to  the  amount  of 
$400,  provided  the  same  does  not  exceed  $1,000.  Any  person  entered  on  the 
roll  as  a  wage  earner  shall  be  entitled  to  the  exemption  provided  for  in  this 
sub-section  in  respect  of  earnings  or  income." 
1888 — "  An  Act  to  establish  Manhood  Suffrage  for  the  Legislative  Assembly." 

"An  Act  to  regulate  the  Closing  of   Shops  and  the  Hours  of   Labor   therein  for 

Children  and  Young  Persons." 
"An  Act  to  amend  the  Free  Libraries  Act,"  by  addiog  to  sub-section  2  thereof  the 
following  words:  "There  may  also  be  established  evening  classes  for  artisans, 
mechanics,  and  workingmen  in  such  subjects  as  may  promote  a  knowledge  of 
the  mechanical  and  manufacturing  arts."  , 
1889— "An  Act  to  amend  the  Ontario  Factories  Act."    This  amendment  applies  the  law 
where  five  (instead  of  twenty)  or  more  persons  are  employed. 
"An  Act  to  amend   the  Ontario  Shops  Regulations  Act,"  ani   extending  its  pro- 
visions." 
"  An  Act  for  the  Enforcement  of   Orders   under   the  Act   respecting   Master  and 
Servant."    Under  this  Act  where  a  person  secures  a  judgment  for  wages  before 
a  Police   Magistrate,  the   latter  has   the  like  power  and  authority  to  enforce 
the  payment  thereof  as  are   possessed  by  a  Division  Court  Judge  in  like  cases. 
'•  An  Act  to  amend  the  Workmen's  Compensation  for  Injuries  Act,"  as  experience 
warranted,  and  in  the  direction  contemplated  by  the  Act  in  the  first  instance. 
1890—"  An  Act  respecting  Mining  Regulations."    This  measure  is  applicable  to  all  mines 
employing  six  or  more  persons,  and   prohibits  the   employment  of  any  boy 
under  15  years   of   age  in  a  mine  underground.     It  also  provides  that  no  girl 
or  woman  shall  be  employed  at  mining  work,  or  for  such  a  purpose  in  or  about 
a  mine.      Neither   shall  any  boy  of  15  or  under  17  years  of  age  work  in  any 
mine  under  ground   more  than  8  hours  a  day,  or  more  than  48  hours  in  any 
one  week 
"An  Act   to  simplify  the  Procedure  for   Enforcing  Mechanics'  Liens."    This  law 
provides  that,  instead  of  taking  a  case  into  the  ordinary  courts,  a  workingman 
may  file  a  statement   of  claim  in   the  office   of   a  Master  or  Official  Referee 
having  jurisdiction,  who  is  empowered  a6  a  judge  in  such  cases,  and  as  a  con- 
seqrence  of  which  privilege  large  law  costs  are  avoided,  and  where  a  plaintiff 
may  plead  and1  be  heard  on  his  own  behalf. 
*'  An  Act   to   amend   the   Mechanics'  Lien  Act,"    making   still    further  beneficial 
changes  and  additions  to  the  law  respecting  Mechanics  and  Laborers'  Liens. 
"  An  Act  to  amend  the  Trades  Arbitration  Act,"  so  that  "  masters  and  workmen 
making  the   agreement  or  memorandum   mentioned  in  section  3  of   this  Act 
may  by  such  memorandum  or  agreement  authorize  the  said  Board  to  establish 
a  rate  of  wages  or  price  of  labor  or  workmanship  at  which  the  workmen  shall 
in  future  be  paid." 
In  so  far  as  the  legislation  of  the  session  of  1890  is  specially  concerned,  your  Com- 
mittee desire  to  bear  testimony  to  the  unvarying  courtesy  accorded  them  by  Attorney- 
General  Mowat,  as  well  as  by  such  of  his  colleagues  in  the  Government  upon  whom 
it  was  encumbent  to  wait  at  any  time,  in   reference  to  needed  legislation  or  for  the 
purpose  of  offering  suggestions  as  to  measures  pending  during  that  session.     We  are 
much  pleased  in  being  able  to  report,  also,  that  the   Government,  in  most  instances, 
recognizing  the  justice  of  our  suggestions,  embodiel  them  in  Government  measures. 

While  this  is  true,  however,  yet  very  much  remains  to  be  done,  first  in  seeking  that 
legislation  affecting  the  working-classes  shoul  i,  as  nearlv  as  purely  local  circumstances 
will  permit,  be  alike  in  all  the  Provinces  of  the  Dominion;  and,  secondly,  in  agitating 
in  the  direction  of  securing  such  further  legislation  as.  while  not  to  the  detriment  of 
the  general  interests  of  the  country,  will  still  further  improve  the  conditions  sur- 
rounding and  governing  the  toilers  of  the  Dominion. 

We  desire  also  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  steps  should  be  taken,  either  by 
the  Congress  itself  or  by  Provincial  or  local  labor  organizations,  to  provide  funds  with 
which  to  carry  into  court,  when  deemed  expedient  or  necessary,  and  prosecute  to 
judgment  such  infractions  of  existing  laws  as  occur,  as  well  as  appealing  to  higher 
courts  in  cases  where  it  appears  that  justice  requires  such  action,  when  those 
aggrieved  are  not  in  a  position,  financially,  to  take  the  requisite  step^  in  that  behalf. 
In  this  connection  it  is  but  just  to  record  that  the  Attorney  General  of  Ontario,  at  the 
request  and  on  the  application  of  organized  labor,  has,  in  more  than  one  instance, 
taken  steps  to  sustain  the  letter  and  intent  of  the  law  respecting  cases  of  the  nature 
referred  to 

Your  sub-Committee  desire  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the  unvarying  attention 
paid  by  Capt.  Wm.  Garson,  M.P.P.  for  the  County  of  Lincoln  in  the  last  Legislature  of 
this  Province,  to  all  matters  affecting  the  interests  of  working  people  which  came  be- 
fore that  body  during  its  existence.  His  services  were  ever  at  the  disposal  of  your 
representatives,  and  were  of  unquestionably  great  value  on  many  occasions. 

Your  Executive  Committee  would,  in  conclusion,  beg  to  return  thanks  to 
the  members  of  the  House  of  Commons'  Printing  Committee,  and  particularly 
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to  the  Hon.  Mackenzie  Bowel],  for  kindness  in  furnishing  your  Committee  with 
copies  of  all  public  documents,  as  well  as  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  House 
of  Commons  and  Senate.

Moved  in  amendment  by  Mr.  Ingram,  seconded  by  Mr.  McLean, 
That  the  resolution  lay  on  the  table  until  Thursday  morning. 

Moved  in  amendment  to  the  amendment  by  Mr.  Jury,  seconded  by  Mr- 
Hastings, 

That  the  Keport  of  this  Session  of  Congress  be  the  political  platform  for  the  coming 
Dominion  elections. 

On  a  vote  being  taken  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  was  declared 
carried. 

It  being  six  o'clock,  the  Congress  was  declared  adjourned  until  9  a.m. 
Wednesday. 


SECOND  DAY. 


The  Congress  was  called  to  order  at  9  a.m.  by  President  Carey. 

The  Credential  Committee  reported  favorably  on  the  credentials  of  Messrs. 
James  A.  M.  Jacques  and  Antoine  Choquette  from  Ottawa  Typographical 
Union,  and  Mr.  H.  T.  Ponsford,  from  St.  Thomas  Bricklayers'  Union. 

The  Report  was,  on  motion,  received  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Standing  Orders  and  Resolutions  presented  their  first 
Report  as  follows  : 
To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Dominion  Trades  and  Labor  Congress : 

Gentlemen, — Your  Committee  on  Standing  Orders  and  Resolutions  bega 
leave  to  report  that  it  has  organized,  with  Thomas  Salmon  as  Chairman  and 
David  Hastings  as  Secretary. 

Your  Committee  begs  leave  to  report,  further,  that  it  has  considered  the 
address  read  to  your  body  by  President  Carey,  and  that  it  concurs  in  the  recom- 
mendations therein  made,  to  the  effect  that  it  is  advisable  to  keep  an  accredited 
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representative  of  organized  labor  at  the  capital  during  the  sessions  of  the 
Dominion  Parliament,  and  that  the  system  should  be  continued  of  having  on 
the  Executive  Committee  three  members  from  each  of  the  Provinces  of  Ontario 
and  Quebec,  who  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  watching  legislation  affect- 
ing the  working-classes  in  these  provinces. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Moved  by  Mr.  Parr,  seconded  by  Mr.  Joe  T.  Gilmour,  and  resolved, 

That  the  election  of  officers  be  a  special  order  of  business  for  2  o'clock  Thursday 
afternoon. 

The  following  communication  from  the  Victoria  Trades'  and  Labor  Council 
was  read  : — 

Victoria,  B.  C,  Aug.  25th,  1890. 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Dominion  Trades'  and  Labor  Congress  : 

Gentlemen, — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Victoria  Trades'  Assembly  I  was 
instructed  to  convey  to  you  the  regret  which  the  Assembly  feels  at  not  being 
represented  in  your  Congress,  and  also  to  pledge  our  best  wishes  that  the  fruit 
of  you  deliberations  may  be  equal  to  your  desires. 

It  was  also  thought  that  it  would  be  well  to  draw  your  attention  to  the 
great  additions  which  have  recently  been  made  to  Canada's  already  too  large 
Chinese  population.  This  influx,  of  course,  can  in  a  great  measure  be  attri- 
buted to  the  exclusion  laws  recently  adopted  by  the  United  States,  but  at  the 
same  time  it  is  evident  that  British  Columbia  capitalists  encourage  Chinese 
immigration,  to  the  great  detriment  of  dignified  white  labor.  The  channels 
through  which  white  men  should  derive  subsistence  are  being  gradually  but 
surely  choked  by  the  Chinese,  and  their  influence  on  the  labor  market  is  evident 
in  every  direction.  Their  influence  on  the  morals  of  the  young  white  population 
is  another  phase  of  the  question  which  should  not  be  permitted  to  escape  un- 
noticed. Thousands  of  young  men  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  who  are  now  wrecks 
physically  and  mentally,  can  lay  their  ruin  to  the  Chinese,  who  taught  them 
the  terrible  habit  of  opium  smoking.  The  practice  has  become  so  common  as 
to  cease  to  be  a  matter  of  wonder  or  horror.  Surely  the  Dominion  Government 
is  not  so  dead  to  the  future  of  Canada  as  to  allow  these  things  to  continue. 
Legislation  as  exclusive  as  that  adopted  by  the  Australian  colonies  would  have 
the  desired  effect.  Just  so  soon  as  the  trouble  now  existing  in  the  Wellington 
collieries  is  brought  to  a  termination  the  Victoria  Trades'  Assembly  proposes  to 
take  the  Chinese  question  up  with  a  view  of  inducing  legislation  on  that  sub- 
ject, for  it  is  only  in  legislation  that  the  rights  of  white  labor  will  be  preserved. 
The  feeling  among  Victoria  organized  laboring  men  is  strongly  in  favor  of  a 
restricted  immigration  law  made  applicable  to  all  countries.  This,  they  be- 
lieve, would  be  only  a  just  recognition  of  the  rights  of  Canada's  working-classes. 

I  was  also  instructed  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  strike  is 
now  in  progress  in  the  Wellington  (B.C.),  collieries.  The  future  of  organized 
labor  in  this  province  depends  to  a  great  extent  upon  the  success  or  failure  of 
this  strike.  Should  the  mine-owners,  who  represent  a  capital  approximating 
$20,000,000,  win,  it  is  feared  that  other  corporations  will  inaugurate  a  similar 
war  against  the  rights  of  the  people.  There  are  somewhere  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  200  men  on  strike,  who  are  living  on  the  bounty  of  organized  labor  in 
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"the  province.  The  winter  is  near  at  hand,  and  it  ia  feared  that  the  assistance 
they  are  now  receiving  in  the  way  of  assessments  may  not  be  sufficient  to 
supply  their  wants.  Should  the  worst  come,  it  is  hoped  the  different  unions 
throughout  the  Dominion  may  see  their  way  clear  to  making  small  contribu- 
tions on  behalf  of  the  striking  miners.  The  Victoria  Trades'  Assembly  there- 
fore recommends  their  case  to  the  careful  consideration  of  delegates  represented 
in  your  Congress,  with  the  hope  that  should  the  Wellington  strikers  make  any 
trifling  requests  on  their  respective  organizations  they  will  be  received  with 
spontaneous  generosity.

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  to  forward  you  prospectus  of  a  new  Labor  paper  to  be 
issued  here.  The  promoters  are  a  small  syndicate  of  union  printers  who  form- 
erly worked  on  the  H<rald.  From  your  well  known  sympathy  and  active  work 
in  connection  with  organized  Labor,  I  would,  on  behalf  of  the  promoters,  ask 
for  your  assistance  in  our  undertaking. 

Would  you  kindly  bring  the  matter  before  the  Congress  and  get  that  body 
to  patronize  us  in  some  way  ?  Any  assistance  you  can  give  us  in  this  way  will 
be  gratefully  viewed. 

Mr.  Boudreau,  one  of  our  representatives  at  the  Congress,  will  further  ex- 
plain our  position  and  our  needs.

To  the  Workingmenof  the  City  of  Montreal:— 

Fellow  Workmen,— Events  which  recently  occurred  in  this  city  have 
brought  strongly  into  light  the  fact  that  the  interests  of  the  working  classes 
are  not  properly  represented  by  any  of  its  existing  newspapers.  Though  a 
portion  of  the  press  claim  to  advocate  the  cause  of  Labor,  it  is  needless  to  say 
that  when  a  crisis  arises  there  is  a  complete  backdown,  or  the  difficulty  is 
quietly  ignored.  The  newspaper  press  of  this  city  is  swayed  by  other  considera- 
tions than  the  rights  of  Labor.  Take  for  instance  the  Coal.  Handlers'  strike 
and  also  the  measures  taken  by  the  proprietors  of  the  Herald  against  their 
locked-out  printers.  Had  Trades'  Unionists  adopted  the  boycotting  tactics 
employed  by  the  Coal  Agents  they  would  have  been  lashed  without  mercy  by 
the  press,  but  as  it  was,  not  a  word  was  written  in  condemnation  of  the  unjust 
and  tyrannical  manifesto  issued  by  the  agents,  in  which  a  direct  threat  was 
used  if  any  concessions  were  made  to  the  men. 

To  remedy  this  state  of  things  it  is  proposed,  should  sufficient  encourage- 
ment be  given,  to  establish  in  this  city  a  newspaper  (weekly  for  the  present)  to 
be  called  The  Echo.  The  paper  will  be  issued  the  first  week  in  October,  and 
will  be  an  exponent  of  the  views  and  principles  of  organized  Labor.  Its  mis- 
sion will  be  to  advocate  all  measures  having  for  their  object  the  improvement 
and  advancement  6f  the  working  classes  ;  to  agitate  for  the  removal  of  all  disa- 
bilities under  which  they  suffer  as  a  class,  and  generally  to  secure  for  Labor  a 
proper  recognition  of  its  position  at  the  hands  of  capital.  Though  not  affecting 
to  despise  the  power  and  influence  of  wealth,  it  will  maintain  intellect  and 
merit  as  the  true  standard  of  supremacy.  The  Echo  will  also  be  a  channel  for 
the  conveyance  of  interesting  and  reliable  trade  news,  both  home  and  foreign. 
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While  the  columns  of  The  Echo  will  be  largely  devoted  to  questions  more- 
immediately  connected  with  the  welfare  of  the  working  population,  its  pro- 
moters will  endeavor  to  make  it  a  lively,  newsy  and  thorough  family  news- 
paper, in  every  way  suitable  to  the  home  of  the  working  man. 

The  leading  local  and  political  questions  will  be  dealt  with  in  an  enlightened 
and  advanced  spirit,  its  ideas  on  all  matters  public  being  in  accordance  with 
the  age  in  which  we  live. 

Believing  that  the  material  prosperity  of  the  workingmen  of  this  province 
lies  in  closer  unity  and  combination  of  action,  every  effort  will  be  made  by  The 
Echo  to  develop  goodwill  and  fraternal  feelings  between  the  dominant  nation- 
alities. 

Sporting  events  will  also  receive  their  due  share  of  attention,  an  expert  in 
these  matters  having  promised  his  valuable  assistance. 

A  gentleman,  well  qualified  both  by  experience  and  ability,  has  been 
engaged  to  conduct  the  journal,  and  other  writers  of  recognized  merit  will  also 
contribute  to  its  columns.  A  corps  of  well  informed  correspondents  will  furnish 
interesting  news  concerning  the  various  branches  of  trade,  and  it  is  expected 
that  secretaries  of  unions,  or  those  in  a  position  to  do  so,  will  keep  cheir  co- 
workers fully  posted  with  information  necessary  for  them  to  have.

The  Auditors  presented  the  following  Report : 

Ottawa,  Sept.  3rd,  1890. 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Dominion  Trades'  and  Labor  Congress  : 

The  undersigned  Audit  Committee  have  carefully  examined  the  accounts 
of  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  the  vouchers  therefore,  and  find  that  the 
Financial  Report  of  Mr.  George  W.  Dower,  Secretary- Treasurer,  presented  to 
this  Congress,  is  correct  in  every  particular  ;  that  the  financial  records  are  care- 
fully and  systematically  kept  by  him,  and  that  the  balance  on  hand  is  eighty- 
four  dollars  and  thirty-seven  cents  for  the  year  ended  31st  August  last. 

We  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  gratifying  fact  that  the 
number  of  organizations  which  support  the  funds  of  the  Congress  have  in- 
creased a  little  over  one  hundred  per  cent,  within  the  last  year. 

We  also  hereby  recommend  the  adoption  in  practice  hereafter,  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  as  contained  in  the  fourth  clause  of  his 
Report,  in  reference  to  future  annual  reports,  as  we  find  substantial  reasons  for 
this  proposed  change. 

We  find  it  our  pleasant  duty  to  add  to  this  Report  that  the  expenditure 
has  been  most  commendable  in  point  of  strict  economy. 

In  conclusion,  we  would   earnestly  recommend   that   twenty  dollars  per 
annum  be  added  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  present  salary,  which  would  still 
not  be  commensurate  with  the  work  imposed  upon  him. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Elant  our  Canadian  workingmen  in  their  employ ;  therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  we 
ereby  express  our  unqualified  condemnation  of  such  an  unwarrantable  attack  upon  the 
said  union,  coming  as  it  does  from  an  establishment  that  has  been  and  is  loud  and 
unceasing  in  its  demands  for  more  protection  for  the  stove  industry  of  Canada,  and  do 
hereby  tender  our  sympathy  with  Ironmolders'  Union  No.  28  in  its  long  and  gallant 
Btruggle  against  Messrs.  Gurney  &  Co.'s  grasping  monopoly  ;  and  be  it  further  resolved 
that  we  hereby  request  all  workingmen,  general  and  organized  labor  in  particular,  to 
carefully  discriminate  between  fair  union  made  goods  and  inferior  and  boy  labor  in 
such  lines  of  goods  as  are  manufactured  by  the  Gurney  Co.

(10)  If  owned  by  the  head  or  a  member  of  the  family,  is  the  farm  free  from 
mortgage  encumbrance  ?

Gentlemen, — Your  Credential  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter 
protesting  against  the  credentials  of  Mr.  R.  R.  Elliott,  hold  that  the  credential 
has  the  seal  of  L.  A.  5330,  and  is  signed  by  the  M.  W.  and  R.  S.,  and  also  a 
telegram  from  Tom  O'Reilly,  officer  in  charge  at  Philadelphia,  who  says  L.  A. 
5330  has  not  lapsed ;  therefore  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  Mr.  R. 
R.  Elliott  is  entitled  to  his  seat  in  this  Congress.

Looking  over  the  Report  of  the  Credential  Com- 
mittee, I  find  that  R.  R.  Elliott  is  a  delegate  from  a  union  called  Port  Perry 
Union.  I  also  see  the  name  of  R.  Elliot  as  a  delegate  from  L.  A.  5330,  Port 
Perry.  Now.  what  I  want  to  tell  you  is  this — that  there  is  no  union  of  any 
kind  in  Port  Perry,  only  L.  A.  5330,  K.  of  L.  Now,  if  these  two  Elliots  are  one 
and  the  same  person,  and  if  this  R.  R.  Elliot  is  the  R.  R.  Elliott  that  formerly 
lived  in  TTxbridge  and  now  lives  in  Niagara,  he  cannot  represent  L.  A.  5330, 
K.  of  L.,  for  he  is  not  a  member  of  the  said  L.  A.,  and  I  have  great  doubts 
whether  the  said  L.  A.  has  had  a  meeting  for  some  time.  I  do  not  think  it 
would  be  right  for  me  to  tell  you  the  reason  they  have  not  met.  If  on  your  road 
home  you  should  pass  Peterboro'  please  drop  me  a  card  telling  me  what  time 
you  leave  Ottawa,  and  I  will  meet  the  train  if  possible.

Dear  Sir, — I  find  by  the  Toronto  Mail  of  Sept.  3rd  a  report  of  the  opening 
of  the  Dominion  Trades  and  Labor  Congress,  and  in  looking  over  the  report  of 
the  Credential  Committee  I  find  the  name  of  Port  Perry  Union,  with  R.  R. 
Elliot  as  delegate.  Further  on  I  find  the  name  of  L.  A.  5330,  K.  of  L.,  with  R. 
Elliot  as  delegate.  Now,  what  I  want  to  tell  you  is  this — that  there  is  no  union 
in  Port  PErry  of  any  kind,  only  L.  A.  5330,  K.  of  L.  Now,  if  R.  R.  Elliot  and 
R.  Elliot  are  one  and  the  same  person,  and  if  the  said  R.  R.  Elliot  is  the  R.  R. 
Elliot  who  formerly  lived  in  Uxbridge,  and  who  now  lives  in  Niagara,  he  can- 
not represent  L.  A.  5330  lawfully,  for  the  reason  that  he  is  not  a  member  of  said 
Local,  and  I  may  also  add  that  I  have  reasons  to  believe  that  the  said  Local 
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has  not  had  a  meeting  for  some  time,  but  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  advisable 
to  mention  the  said  reason  in  this  letter.  "What  drew  my  attention  to  this  was, 
I  knew  K.  R.  Elliot  was  in  Uxbridge  last  week,  and  to  fiud  a  man  pass  his  own 
Assembly  in  Uxbridge  and  go  over  to  Port  Perry  to  get  sent  to  Ottawa,  I  came 
to  the  conclusion  there  was  something  crooked.

3.  T.  Carey,  Dear  Sir, — On  receipt  of  your  telegram  I  went  and  telephoned 
to  the  Recording  Secretary  of  L.  A.  5331,  Uxbridge,  which  is  my  Assembly  and 
also  R.  R.  Elliot's,  with  the  following  results.  Elliot  took  out  a  travelling  card 
in  May  for  3  months;  some  time  in  July  he- took  out  a  transfer  card,  which 
has  not  been  returned  up  to  5.10  o'clock  Thursday  p.m.,  September  4th,  conse- 
quently he  is  not  a  member  of  any  Assembly  outside  of  L.  A.  5331,  Uxbridge  ; 
and  also  if  he  deposited  his  card  in  L.  A.  5330,  they  could  not  accept  it,  as  they 
are  constitutionally  suspended,  as  they  have  not  reported  either  to  the  General 
Assembly  or  District  Assembly  for  a  year.  I  would  go  down  personally  and 
denounce  this  man,  as  I  am  a  delegate,  but  owing  to  the  amount  of  work  I  have 
on  hand  I  could  not  go,  and  sorry  I  am  for  the  same.

The  amendment  was  also  declared  lost  on  the  same  division,  Mr.  Lafontaine 
changing  his  vote  to  yea  and  Mr.  Corriveau  changing  to  nay. 

Mr.  Keys  then  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Lepine,  that  the  words  "  and  Pro- 
vincial" be  inserted  after  the  word  "Federal "  in  the  main  motion,  which  Mr. 
O'Donoghue  accepted,  and  the  motion  as  amended  was  adopted,  Mr.  Barnett 
voting  nay. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Bartley,  seconded  by  Mr.  Salmon,  and  resolved, 

That  this  Congress  requests  of  the  Dominion  Government  the  passage  of  such  legis- 
lation as  will  have  the  effect  of  prohibiting  the  importation  into  Canada  of  Chinese 
labor  and  of  preventing  the  further  admission,  under  any  circumstances,  of  any  of  this 
undesirable  class  of  immigrants. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Salmon,  seconded  by  Mr.  Bartley, 

That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Congress  the  employment  of  Chinese  laborers  in  mines 
should  be  prohibited  by  law.  and  a  penaltv  of  8500  for  each  offence  enforced  against  own- 
ers of  all  mines  in  which  such  labor  is  employed. 

The  motion  was  discussed  by  Messrs.  Martin,  Burns,  Salmon,  Bartley,  and 
Cowan,  and  on  a  vote  being  taken  was  declared  carried. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Bartley,  seconded  by  Mr.  Cowan,  and  resolved, 

That  this  Congress  appoint  the  mover  and  seconder,  and  Messrs.  Salmon,  McLean, 
John  Armstrong,  and  Ingram,  a  delegation  to  interview  the  Dominion  Government  im- 
mediately regarding  the  restriction  of  Chinese  immigration,  and  that  the  repoitof  said 
delegation  be  spread  on  the  minutes. 

The  rules  were  suspended  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  to  the  Congress 
Mr.  Frank  McDougall,  ex-Mayor  of  Ottawa.  Mr.  McDougall  addressed  a  few 
words  to  the  delegates  in  regard  to  the  rights  of  Labor  and  those  who  work  for 
wages.     The  speaker  was  heartily  applauded  on  the  conclusion  of  his  remarks. 
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Moved  by  Mr.  Darlington,  seconded  by  Mr.  Routier,  and  resolved, 

That  when  this  Congress  adjourns  at  6  o'clock  it  meets  again  at  7.30.  and  remains  in 
session  until  all  business  of  the  present  meeting  is  finished. 

Moved  by  Mr.  John  Armstrong,  seconded  by  Mr.  Hastings,  and  resolved, 

That  the  selection  of  the  next  place  of  meeting  be  the  first  order  of  business  this 
evening. 

The  Congress  than  resumed  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Standing  Orders  and  Resolutions. 

The  resolution  in  regard  to  amendments  to  the  Seamen's  Agreement  Act, 
left  over  from  Thursday,  was,  on  motion,  adopted. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Hastings,  seconded  by  Mr.  O'Donoghue, 

Whereat,  it  is  dssirable  that  there  should  be  in  all  the  Provinces  similar  legislation 
affecting  factories  and  workshops,  regulating  the  hours  of  labor  and  the  employment  of 
females  and  young  persons,  and  dete  mining  the  liability  of  employers  for  injuries  sus- 
tained by  workmen  while  in  iheir  employ  ;  and  whereas,  there  is  a  doubt  as  to  whether 
the  passage  of  such  legislation  is  within  the  powers  of  the  Dominion  Parliament  or  the 
Provincial  Legislatures  ;  and  whereas,  such  doubt  is  used  by  the  opponents  of  such  legis- 
lation to  prevent  its  introduction  ;  thereto  re  be  it  hesolved,  Taat  this  Congress  calls  upon 
the  Dominion  Government  t  >  take  steps  immediately  to  determine  the  question  of  juris- 
diction, either  by  the  preparation  of  a  case  or  cases  for  submission  to  the  highest  legal 
tribunal,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  shall  be  deemed  mo>t  satisfactory. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Hastings,  seconded  by  Mr.  Parr,  and  resolved, 

Whereas,  it  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  enacted  and  enforced  a  Dominion  Fac- 
tory Act,  applicable  alike  to  all  the  Provinces,  so  that  the  employers  of  one  section  may 
be  at  no  disadvantage  as  compared  with  the  employers  of  another  ;  and  that  such  Act 
should  provide,  among  other  things,  for  the  sufficient  protection  of  machinery,  the  erec- 
tion of  necessary  fire  escapes,  the  provision  of  proper  sanitary  conveniences,  the  regula- 
tion of  the  hours  of  labor  of  females  and  young  persons,  and  the  appointment  of  both 
male  and  female  inspectors;  therefore  be  it  Resolved,  That  this  Congress  request  of  the 
Dominion  Parliament  the  passage  and  enforcement  of  such  an  Act;  and  be  it  further 
Resoived,  That  pending  such  action  by  the  Dominion  Parliament,  or  the  determination  of 
the  question  of  jurisdiction,  this  Congi-ess  request  of  the  several  Provincial  Legislatures 
the  passage  and  enforcement  of  such  Acts  in  each  of  the  Provinces. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Hastings,  seconded  by  Mr.  O'Donoghue,  and  resolved, 
Whereas,  it  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  enacted  and  enforced  a  Dominion 
Workshops'  fcegulation  Act,  applicable  alike  to  all  the  Provinces,  so  that  the  employers 
of  one  section  may  be  at  no  disadvantage  as  compared  with  the  employers  of  another, 
and  that  such  Act  should  provide  for  workshops  similar  regulations  to  those  sought  for 
factories,  with  the  necessary  male  and  female  inspectors  for  its  enforcement ;  therefore 
be  it  Resolved,  That  this  Congress  request  of  the  Dominion  Parliament  the  passage  and 
enforcement  of  a  Workshops'  Regulation  Act;  and  be  it  further  Resolved,  That  pending 
such  action  by  the  Dominion  Parliament,  or  the  determination  of  the  question  of  juris- 
diction, this  Congress  request  of  the  several  Provincial  Legislatures  the  passage  and  en- 
forcement of  such  Acts  in  each  of  the  Provinces. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Lepage,  seconded  by  Mr.  Warren, 

That  we  request  the  Government  to  raise  the  duty  to  a  prohibitive  point  on  all 
machines  imported  to  take  the  place  of  hand  labor. 

The  Committee  reported  unfavorably  on  the  above,  and  on  motion  the 
report  of  the  Committee  was  concurred  in  and  the  resolution  declared  lost. 
Moved  by  Mr.  Hastings,  seconded  by  Mr.  Joe  T.  Gilmour,  and  resolved, 
Whereas  it  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  enacted  and  enforced  an  Employers' 
Liability  Act,  applicable  to  all  the  provinces  alike,  s  >  that  the  employers  of  one  section 
may  be  at  no  d>  sad  vantage  as  compared  with  the  employers  of  another,  and  that  such 
Act  should  determine  the  extent  to  which  a  workman  should  be  compensated  by  an 
employer  for  injuries  received  while  in  his  employ  ;  therefore  be  it  Resolved  that  this 
Congress  request  of  the  Dominion  Parliament  the  passage  of  an  Employers'  Liability 
Act;  and  be  it  further  Resolved  that,  pending  such  action  by  Dominion  Parliament,  or 
the  determination  of  the  question  of  jurisdiction,  this  Congress  request  of  the  several 
Provincial  Legislatures  the  passage  of  such  Acts  in  each  of  the  Provinces. 

Moved  by  Mr.  John  Armstrong,  seconded  by  Mr.  Barnett,  and  resolved, 
That  this  Congress  request  the  abolition  of  the  contract  system  in  connection  with 
national,  provincial  and  municipal  works,  and  the  institution  of  a  system  whereby  such 
public  work*  will  be  carried  on  under  the  supervision  of  the  National,  Provincial  and 
Municipal  Governments,  thus  saving  to  the  people  a  large  revenue  which  is  now  absorbed 
by  middlemen. 
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Moved  by  Mr.  Benson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Beales,  and  resolved, 
That  -whenever  tenders  are  called  for  by  either  Federal  or  Provincial  Governments,. 
or  by  any  Municipal  Council  for  the  building  of  any  public  work  or  the  performance  of 
any  public  service,  and  where,  in  the  building  of  such  work  or  the  performance  of  such 
service  workmen  will  be  employed  belonging  to  a  trade  or  calling  in  which  there  is  a  usual 
and  commonly  recognized  scale  of  wages,  the  specifications  shall  contain  a  clause  that 
the  successful  tenderer  shall  pay  the  rate  of  wages  prevailing  in  such  trade  or  calling  in 
the  municipality  in  which  the  work  is  to  be  performed,  or  forfeit  his  contract. 
Moved  by  Mr.  Dalton,  seconded  by  Mr.  O'Donoghue,  and  resolved, 

That  the  Federal  Government  be  petitioned  to  pass  a  law  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  inspectors  of  gear  and  tackle  in  all  parts  of  the  Dominion. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Thompson,  seconded  by  Mr.  David  A.  Carey,  and  resolved, 

That  this  Congress  approves  of  the  use  of  union  labels,  and  hereby  recommend  to 
the  subordinate  bodies  represented  to  see  that  such  labels  are  on  all  manufactured  goods 
which  they  may  purchase,  and  in  which  calling  labels  are  in  use  by  labor  bodies. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Hastings,  seconded  by  Mr.  Jury,  and  resolved, 

That  this  Congress  requests  of  the  several  Provincial  Legislatures  the  passage  of 

Acts  permitting  of  the  assessment  of  all  improvements  on  land  at  only  50  per  cent,  of 

their  value. 

Moved  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Gilmour,  seconded  by  Mr.  O'Donoghue,  and  resolved, 

That  this  Congress  places  itself  on  record  in  approval  of  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr. 
H.  H.  Cook  in  the  House  of  Commons  during  last  two  sessions  of  the  Federal  Parliament,, 
entitled  '■  An  Act  for  the  examination  and  licensing  of  persons  having  charge  of  station- 
ary steam  engines  or  other  devices  worked  under  pressure,"  and  which  measure  failed  of 
being  placed  on  the  statutes  of  the  country. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Hastings,  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Gilmour,  and  resolved, 

That  it  be  an  instruction  from  this  Congress  to  the  members  of  all  labor  organiza- 
tions in  affiliation  with  it  to  adopt  the  practice  of  writing  personal  letters  to  their  repre- 
sentatives in  the  Dominion  Parliament  and  in  the  several  Provincial  Legislatures,  in 
support  of  any  measure  in  the  intesests  of  the  working-classes,  and  in  opposition  to  any 
measure  prejudicial  thereto. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Darlington,  seconded  by  Mr.  Lepage,  and  resolved, 

That  this  Congress  believes  the  time  has  arrived  when  it  is  advisable  for  the  Federal 
Government  to  assume  possession  of  the  railways,  telegraphs  and  telephones  of  the  coun- 
try, at  a  valuation  to  be  made  by  competent  arbitrators,  and  operate  them  in  the  public 

interest. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Darlington,  seconded  by  Mr.  Keys,  snd  resolved, 

That  all  land  held  for  speculative  purposes  be  taxed  to  its  full  value,  according  to. 
location  and  natural  advantages,  equally  with  land  which  has  beea  improved  by  labor  ; 
and  that  improvements  made  by  labor  should  be  exempted  from  taxation. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Holmes,  on  behalf  of  L.  A.  9005,  Toronto, 

Whe  eas,  the  workman  is  entitled  to  the  full  amount  of  wages  which  he  makes  a 
bargain  for  ;  therefore  be  it  resolved,  that  it  be  an  instruction  from  this  Dominion  Trad  a 
and  Labor  Congress  to  its  Executive  Committee  to  petition  the  Legislature  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Ontario  to  so  extend  the  operations  of  the  "  Mechanics'  Lien  Act "  as  to  cover  all 
branches  of  skilled  and  unskilled  labor. 

On  motion  the  above  was  referred  to  a   Committee  consisting   of  Messrs. 
O'Donoghue,  Holmes,  Beales,  Benson,  and  Nichols. 
The  Congress  adjourned  at  6  p.m.

and  Quebec  was  declared  the  next  place  of  meeting. 

The  Congress  resumed  consideration  of  Report  of  Committee  on  Standing 
Orders  and  Resolutions. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Jury,  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Gilmour,  and  resolved, 
That  this  Congress  petition  the  Government  to  pass  a  law  compelling  all  vessels, 
whether  steam  or  sail,  navigating  the  inland  waters  of  Canada,  to  carry  competent  crews 
of  seamen  ;  and  also  a  law  making  it  necessary  to  have  the  hulls  and  rigging  properly 
inspected  by  competent  men  appointed  for  that  purpose ;  and  also  a  law  to  stop  the  load- 
ing of  vessels  below  a  certain  mark,  to  be  des  gnated  by  law. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Corriveau,  seconded  by  Mr.  Keys,  and  resolved, 

That  this  Congress  reeommend  the  Federal  and  Provincial  Governments,  and  also 
Municipalities  in  the  Dominion,  to  give  their  printing  contracts  to  offices  whe.ie  the 
Typographical  Unions  are  recognized  in  preference  to  non-union  offices. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Benson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Beales, 

That  the  Act  entitled  "  The  Mechanics'  Lien  Act  of  Ontario,"  should  be  so  amended 
as  to  secure  to  mechanics  and  laborers,  besides  the  rights  provided  for  in  that  Act,  a  lien 
or  first  claim  on  any  rent  or  other  income  derived  from  any  building  on  which  they  have 
been  employed,  to  secure  payment  of  wages,  and  that  interest  on  mortgages  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  income  for  that  purpose. 

On  motion,  the  above  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Corriveau,  seconded  by  Mr.  Mailhiot,  and  resolved, 

Whereas,  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  allows  strangers  &  bonus  who 
settle  on  the  Crown  lands;  therefore  be  it  resolved  that  this  Congress  petition  said 
Government  to  give  the  same  privilege  to  workingmen  of  the  province  to  facilitate  their 
settlement  on  said  lands. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Holmes,  on  behalf  of  L.  A.  9005,  Toronto,  and  resolved, 

Whereas,  the  masses  are  interested  in  and  bear  their  portion  of  the  expenditure 
of  all  municipal  moneys ;  therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  it  be  an  instruction  from  this 
Dominion  Trades  and  Labor  Congress  to  itB  Executive  Committee  to  petition  the 
Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  to  so  alter  or  amend  the  Municipal  Act  as  to 
allow  the  entire  electorate  of  all  municipalities  to  vote  on  all  money  by-laws. 

Moved  by  Mr.  W.  Glockling,  seconded  by  Mr.  Beales,  and  resolved, 

That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Congress  the  interests  of  the  female  workers  require 
that  female  inspectors  of  factories  and  workshops  should  be  appointed  by  the  Govern- 
ment, and  that  in  order  that  the  duties  of  such  female  inspectors  when  appointed 
shall  not  be  performed  in  a  merely  perfunctory  manner,  the  wishes  of  the  various 
labor  bodies  should  be  consulted  in  making  such  appointments. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Parr,  seconded  by  Mr.  Joe  T.  Gilmour,  and  reselved, 

That  this  Congress  protests  against  Government  employees  being  allowed  to  work 
for  private  individuals  and  contractors  while  under  salary,  believing  that  such  officials 
should  receive  pay  sufficient  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  working  extra  hours  and  com- 
peting in  the  labor  market 

Moved  by  Mr.  Beales,  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  Glockling, 

That  the  Provincial  Government  be  asked  to  transfer  the  allowances  now  enjoyed 
by  the  universities  and  colleges  to  the  Public  Schools,  for  tbe  purpose  of  further  pro- 
moting their  efficiency,  and  help  to  provide  the  pupils  of  such  schools  with  books  free 
of  charge. 

Moved  in  amendment  by  Mr.  Hastings,  seconded  by  Mr.  Joe  T.  Gilmour, 

That  this  Congress,  while  believing  in  a  liberal  expenditure  of  money  on  colleges 
and  universities,  desires  to  have  the  grants  now  made  for  primary  education  in  both 
Public  and  Separate  schools  increased  materially,  so  that  the  efficiency  of  these  schools, 
may  be  maintained  and  extended. 

On  a  vote  the  amendment  was  declared  carried. 
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Moved  by  Mr.  Darlington,  seconded  by  Mr.  Dalton,  and  resolved, 

That  this  Congress  hereby  call  upon  the  Government  to  pass  a  law  compelling  all 
employers  of  labor  to  pay  their  employes  weekly  in  government  money. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Dalton,  seconded  by  Mr.  Beland,  and  resolved, 

That  this  Congress  hereby  request  the  Provincial  Governments  to  put  in  force  as 
soon  as  possible  free  and  compulsory  education. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Darlington,  seconded  by  Mr.  Beland,  and  resolved, 
That  we  request  the  Dominion  Government  to  consider  the  advisability  of  increas- 
ing the  rural  population  of  this  country  by  granting  to  residents  free  lands  within  a 
reasonable  distance  of  a  railway,  and  also  to  advance  at  a  low  rate  of  interest,  on  reasonable 
security,  sufficient  moneys  to  enable  families  to  take  up  said  lands  and  exist  upon 
them  for  one  year. 

Moved-  by  Mr.  Darlington,  seconded  by  Mr.  Keys,  and  resolved, 

That  this  Congress  do  strenuously  oppose  the  re-issuing  of  charters  to  the  private 
banking  institutions  of  this  country,  and  we  request  that  all  moneys  sufficient  to  do 
the  traae  of  this  country  on  a  cash  basis  be  issued  direct  by  the  Government. 

Moved  by  Mr.  E.  Glockling,  seconded  by  Mr.  Beales,  and  resolved, 

That  the  Provincial  Governments  be  petitioned  to  establish  printing  and  binding 
bureaus  for  the  purposes  of  all  Governmental  printing  and  the  production  of  all  Public 
school  books,  to  the  end  that  books  may  be  produced  at  the  lowest  possible  cost,  and 
supplied  to  pupils  free  of  charge. 

Moved  by  Mr.  R.  Glockling,  seconded  by  Mr.  Worr,  and  resolved, 

That  this  Congress,  while  favoring  a  judicious  system  of  technical  education,  con- 
siders that  the  introduction  into  our  schools  of  a  system  of  manual  training,  such  as 
proposed  in  Ontario  some  time  ago  by  the  Minister  of  Education  of  Ontario,  is  prejudicial 
to  the  interests  and  welfare  of  mechanics  and  artizans  generally,  and  that  this  Congress 
do  petition  the  Ontario  Government  to  abandon  the  proposed  system. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Corriveau,  seconded  by  Mr.  Lafontaine,  and  resolved, 

Whereas,  a  great  number  of  institutions  subsidized  by  the  Government  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Quebec  are  making  great  competition  in  the  printing  trade  and  other  industries  ; 
therefore  be  it  resolved,  that  this  Congress  request  the  Legislature  of  Quebec  to  give  no 
subsidies  to  institutions  making  competition  in  such  industries. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Corriveau,  seconded  by  Mr.  Lepage, 

Whereas,  Reformatory  Schools,  by  undertaking  different  industries,  injure  private 
enterprise;  therefore  be  it  resolved,  that  we  request  of  the  Government  the  establish- 
ment of  such  schools  only  in  the  country,  so  that  agriculture  may  be  taught  to  those 
detained  in  them  instead  of  industries. 

Moved  in  amendment  by  Mr.  O'Donoghue.  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Gilmour, 

That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Congress  the  inmates  of  Reformatories  should  be  em- 
ployed so  that  the  product  of  their  labor  should  enter  as  little  as  possible  into  competi- 
tion with  outside  free  labor. 

The  amendment  was  carried  on  a  vote. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Massie,  seconded  by  Mr.  Warren, 

That  the  Government  be  asked  to  increase  the  tax  on  imported  cigars,  in  order  to 
protect  both  the  manufacturers  and  cigar  makers  of  Canada,  so  that  child  or  non-union 
labor  on  cigars  may  be  lessened,  or  removed  entirely. 

There  being  an  objection  raised  to  the  request  from  the  cigar  makers,  in 
amendment  Mr.  Lafrance  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Dower, 

Whereas,  cigars  are  a  luxury  ;  therefore  be  it  resolved,  that  this  Congress  petition 
the  Federal  Government  to  raise  the  duty  on  imported  cigars,  in  order  to  protect  the 
cigar  makers  of  Canada. 

The  amendment  was  carried. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Harris,  seconded  by  Mr.  Thompson,  and  resolved, 
That  this  Congress  approve  of  the  establishment  of  boards  of  arbitration,  to  which 
all  disputes  between  workmen  and  their  employers  shall  be  submitted,  and  whose  award 
shall  have  the  force  of  law. 

Moved  by  Mr.  McDonald   (Cornwall),  seconded  by  Mr.  Worr,  and  resolved, 
That  the  Executive  Committee  be,  and  they  are  hereby  instructed,  to  urge  rpon  the 
Provincial  Governments  the  advisability  of  making  the  following  changes  in  the  muni- 
cipal franchises  of  the  Provinces  :— 1st.  The  adoption  of  manhood  suffrage  for  municipal 
elections.    2nd.  The  abolition  of  property  qualification  for  municipal  officers.    3rd.  That 
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a  legal  half  holiday  be  put  on  the  statute  book  on  polling  days  of  both  the  provincial  and 
municipal  elections,  the  better  to  enable  employees  to  exercise  their  rights  of  citizenship, 
which  there  is  reason  to  believe  are  in  many  cases  denied  them. 
Moved  by  Mr.  R.  Glockling,  seconded  by  Mr.  Parr, 

That  this  Congress  do  petition  the  Ontario  Legislature  to  so  amend  chap.  225, 
cited  as  "  The  Public  Schools  Act."  (1)  That  the  school  age  of  compulsory  attendance  at 
school  be  changed  to  6  to  14.  (2)  l  hat  the  law  be  made  more  effectual  by  making  it  com- 
pulsory on  municipalities  in  towns,  cities,  and  incorporated  villages  to  appoint  an  officer 
to  see  that  the  law  is  canied  out.  (3)  That  all  children  attending  school,  whether 
Public  or  Separate,  be  provided  with  b  >oks  free  of  charge.  (4)  That  the  Constitution  of 
School  Boards  for  cities,  towns  and  incorporated  villages  be  modeled  after  the  system 
now  in  vogue  in  English  boroughs,  embracing  the  following  features  :  Election  of  trus- 
tees from  the  whole  municipality  at  large  by  cumulative  voting,  thereby  doing  away  with 
the  ward  system,  and  securing  a  proper  minority  repref  entation.  (5)  That  it  be  compul- 
sory on  School  Boards  to  provide  the  necessary  accommodation  for  all  children. 
(6)  That  all  elections  for  school  trustees  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  that  the  election  takes 
place  on  the  same  day  as  the  municipal  election. 

On  motion,  the  above  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Massie,  seconded  by  Mr.  Warren, 

That  this  Congress  requests  the  passage  of  a  law  prohibiting  the  employment  at 
■cigarmaking  of  boys  under  sixteen,  or  of  girls  under  eighteen  years,  considering  that 
tobacco-working  is  a  trade  most  injurious  to  the  health. 

The  motion  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Keys,  seconded  by  Mr.  Darlington,  and  resolved, 

That  this  Congress  request  the  Government  to  pass  a  Sunday  observance  law, 
compelling  all  employers  of  labor  to  close  their  factories  and  workshops  during  the 
twenty-four  hours  constituting  the  Sabbath,  excepting  in  cases  of  absolutely  needed 
repairs. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Benson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Beales,  and  resolved. 

That  this  Congress  petition  the  Provincial  Governments  to  give  power  to  municipal 
councils  to  pass  laws  regulating  the  erection  and  construction  of  scaffolds  in  the  con- 
struction of  buildings,  and  that  efficient  inspectors  be  appointed  to  see  that  such  are 
enforced. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Routier,  seconded  by  Mr.  Cote,  and  resolved, 

That  the  Provincial  Electoral  Act  of  Quebec  be  so  amended  as  to  grant  the  right 
of  franchise  to  persons  receiving  a  salary  of  $300  per  annum,  as  a  step  in  the  direction 
of  ultimately  obtaining  manhood  suffrage. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Parr,  seconded  by  Mr.  Hastings,  and  resolved, 
That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Congress  intemperance  is  one  of  the  greatest  draw- 
backs to  the  prosperity  and  social  standing  of  the  young  men  of  this  country ;  there- 
fore the  Dominion  Traces  and  Labor  Congress  calls  upon  all  labor  organizations 
throughout  the  country  to  use  their  influence  in  their  respective  localities  in  the 
direction  of  promoting  and  encouraging  temperance. 

Motion  introduced  at  the  request  of  L.  A.  5742,  Toronto  : 

That  this  Congress  protest  against  the  action  of  the  Dominion  Government  in  re- 
ducing the  rate  of  interest  allowed  on  deposits  in  the  post  office  savings  banks,  believing 
that  such  action  was  taken  solely  in  the  interest  of  the  bankers  of  the  country  and 
against  that  of  the  wage-earntrs. 

After  a  short  discussion,  in  which  it  was  contended  that  the  Government 
deserved  credit  instead  of  censure,  in  the  sense  that  less  interest  meant  cheaper 
money,  the  resolution  was  lost. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Joe  T.  Gilmour,  seconded  by  Mr.  Parr,  and  resolved, 

That  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  be  requested  to  further  amend  the 
law  relating  to  landlord  and  tenant,  so  as  to  render  null  and  void  any  agreement  in- 
tended to  prevent  or  evade  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  the  law  as  it  now  stands. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Worr,  seconded  by  Mr.  McLean,  and  resolved, 

That  whereas  the  giving  of  piece-work  to  apprentices  is  detrimental  to  the  welfare 
of  their  future  as  journeymen,  an  I  also  a  menace  to  trades  unions  generally;  be  it  there- 
fore resolved,  that  this  Congress  petition  both  the  Local  and  Dominion  Parliaments,  at 
their  next  sessions,  to  have  an  addition  made  to  their  respective  Factory  Acts,  making 
it  unlawful 'for  any  employer  to  give  apprentices  piece-work,  and  that  this  Congress 
request  that  all  trades'  unions  and  Knights  of  Labor  Assemblies  petition  their  respec- 
tive members  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament  to  give  the  matter  their  support. 
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Moved  by  Mr.  Jury,  seconded  by  Mr.  David  A.  Carey,  and  resolved, 

That  whereas  clause  6  of  the  Auti-Combines  Act  provides  that  the  foregoing  provi- 
sions of  this  Act  shall  be  construed  as  if  section  twenty-two  of  the  Trades  Union  Act  had 
not  been  enacted;  and  whereas  it  is  under  said  section  twenty-two  that  trades  unions  are 
exempt  from  prosecution  for  being  in  restraint  of  trade  ;  therefore  be  it  resolved,  that 
this  Congress  instruct  its  Executive  Committee  to  use  their  utmost  endeavors  to  have 
said  clause  six  of  the  Anti-Combines  Act  repealed  at  the  ensuing  session  of  the  Dominion 
Parliament. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Darlington,  seconded  by  Mr.  Keys, 

That  this  Congress  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  people  of  Canada  are  capable  of 
finding  a  man  amongst  themselves  to  perform  the  functions  of  Governor-General  of 
Canada  ;  therefore  be  it  resolved  that  we  demand  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  this  country 
the  privilege  of  hereafter  electing  our  own  Governor-General  instead  of  allowing  the 
British  Government  to  appoint  him. 

After  a  long  discussion,  the  yeas  and  nays  were  called  for,  and  the  motion 
was  carried  on  the  following  division  :

That  land  monopoly  should  be  abolished  by  removing  all  taxation  from  labor  and 
labor  products,  and  taxing  one  man  as  much  for  holding  land  idle  and  keeping  labor  off 
as  another  man  is  taxed  for  improving  laud  by  labor. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Rochon,  seconded  by  Mr.  Corriveau, 

That  this  Congress  petition  the  Government  to  increase  the  duty  on  materials  em- 
ployed in  carriage  making  coming  from  foreign  countries,  as  the  material  employed  in 
that  trade  is  manufactured  in  Canada,  and  is  of  a  better  quality. 

The  motion  was  lost. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Rochon,  seconded  by  Mr.  Lafontaine,  and  resolved, 
That  this  Congress  petition  the  Legislature  of  Quebec,  at  its  first  session,  that  pro- 
fessors be  appointed  at  the  School  of  Fine  Arts  in  Montreal,  so  that  carriage  makers  can 
go  and  learn  the  design  of  carriages,  which  at  present  they  are  obliged  to  pay  to  learn. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Darlington,  seconded  by  Mr.  Keys, 

That  this  Congress  hereby  request  all  School  Commissioners  to  adopt  "Bellamy's 
Looking  Backward  "  as  a  text  book  in  all  day  and  night  schools  in  all  classes  sufficiently 
advanced  to  read  the  same. 

The  motion  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Moved  by  Mr.  McDonald  (Cornwall),  seconded  by  Mr.  Worr, 
That  the  Legislstive  Committee  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
instructed,  to  urge  upon  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  to  make  the  follow- 
ing changes  in  the  Education  Department  thereof  .—1st.  That  the  present  legislative 
g  rant  to  Public,  Separate,  and  High  Schools  be  doubled,  and  that  the  municipal  grant 
be  at  least  equal  to  the  legislative  grant  2nd.  That  in  all  municipalities  outside  of 
cities,  towns,  and  incorporated  villages,  that  school  sections  be  as  equally  divided  as 
possible  (territorially),  and  that  a  uniform  rate  be  levied  for  school  purposes  in  each  of 
such  municipalities,  and  the  said  school  funds  be  equally  divided  among  said  section, 
regardless  of  the  number  of  school  children  or  school  attendance  in  the  section. 

On  motion,  the  above  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Keys,  seconded  by  Mr.  Lepage, 

That  this  Congress  hereby  desire  to  place  itself  on  record  as  being  in  favor  of  the 
total  abolition  of  the  liquor  traffic,  and  do  call  upon  the  Governments  of  this  Dominion, 
both  Federal  and  Provincial,  to  prevent  the  manufacture,  importation,  and  sale  of  in- 
toxicating liquors. 

Moved  in  amendment  by  Mr.  R.  Glockling,  seconded  by  Mr.  Worr, 

That  the  motion  be  laid  on  the  table.

Moved  by  Mr.  Bartley,  seconded  by  Mr.  Routier,  and  resolved, 

That  this  Congress  disapproves  of  the  practice  of  importing  alien  labor  under  con- 
tract, and  further,  endorses  Bill  No.  8,  re  alien  labor,  introduced  by  Geo.  Taylor,  M.P.,  in 
the  last  sitting  of  the  House  of  Commons,  provided  the  Act  applies  to  all  countries  out- 
side of  Canada. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Corriveau,  seconded  by  Mr.  Boudreau,  and  resolved, 

Whereas,  the  printers  employed  by  the  Federal  Government  have  been  suspended 
one  after  the  other  for  a  period  of  fifteen  days  ;  and,  whereas,  the  reasons  given  were 
that  the  translators,  correctors  of  proofs,  etc.,  were  on  vacation  ;  therefore  be  it  resolved, 
that  this  Congress  requests  the  Government  to  allow  the  printers  employed  in  the 
national  printing  office  the  same  vacations  as  are  given  to  translators. 

In  concluding  their  work,  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders  and  Resolu- 
tions beg  to  recommend  that  the  Congress  record  its  approval  of,  and  concur- 
rence in,  all  acts  done  and  measures  passed  upon  at  previous  sessions  of  the 
Congress,  not  dealt  with  in  detail  at  the  present  session.

The  Congress  adjourned  at  1.45  a.m.,  Saturday,  to  meet  in  the  city  of 
Quebec,  on  a  date  to  be  selected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

NAME    AND    OBJECT. 

Section  1. — The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  "  Dominion  Trades 
and  Labor  Congress." 

Section  2. — Its  object  shall  be  to  unite  all  the  labor  organizations  of  the 
Dominion,  so  as  to  secure  the  enactment  of  new  laws  or  amendments  to  the 
existing  statutes  in  the  interest  of  wage-earners,  and  to  further,  by  every  hon- 
orable means,  the  welfare  of  the  working  classes. 

ARTICLE  II. 

REPRESENTATION. 

Section  1. — This  Congress  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  from  Trades 
Councils,  Central  Labor  Unions,  Trade  Unions,  and  State,  District,  and  Local 
Assemblies  of  the  Knights  of  Labor  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Section  2.— The  basis  of  representation  shall  be  as  follows :  Trades  Unions 
and  Local  Assemblies  of  the  Knights  of  Labor  shall  be  allowed  one  delegate  for 
each  one  hundred  members  or  under,  and  one  for  each  additional  one  hundred 
or  majority  fraction  thereof  ;  Trades  Councils,  Central  Labor  Unions,  National 
Trades  Unions,  and  Provincial  and  District  Assemblies  of  the  Knights  of 
Labor,  three  delegates.  Two  or  more  Trades  Unions  or  Local  Assemblies  of 
the  Knights  of  Labor,  whose  aggregate  membership  does  not  exceed  150,  may 
unite  to  send  one  delegate.  No  proxy  representation  will  be  allowed,  and  all 
delegates  must  be  members  of  the  bodies  they  represent ;  but  nothing  in  this 
clause  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  unions  or  assemblies  from  combining  to 
send  one  representative  who  is  a  member  of  one  of  such  unions  or  assemblies. 

Section  3. — All  delegates  will  be  required  to  produce  certificates  of  election, 
signed  by  the  presiding  officer  and  secretary  of  the  organization  they  represent, 
and  bearing  the  seal  of  the  same  where  such  exists.  Where  two  or  more  or- 
ganizations have  united  to  send  a  delegate,  as  provided  by  Section  2,  his  cre- 
dentials must  bear  the  signatures  of  the  presiding  officer  and  secretary  of  such 
organizations,  and  also  the  seals  of  the  same,  where  such  exist. 

Section  4. — Notice  of  the  election  of  delegates,  together  with  their  names 
and  addresses  and  the  number  of  members  in  the  organization  they  represent, 
must  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Congress  at  least  five  days  before  it 
is  called  to  meet. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1. — The  Congress  shall  meet  annually,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall 
be  agreed  upon  at  each  session  ;  provided  that  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the 
Congress,  at  anv  session,  to  decide  by  a  majority  vote  not  to  meet  for  two  years. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

EXPENSES. 

Section  1. — The  expenses  of  this  Congress  shall  be  met  by  a  per  capita 
assessment  on  the  membership  of  the  organizations  represented  at  its  sessions, 
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and  such  other  organizations  as  may  signify  their  willingness  to  contribute  to 
its  funds,  the  rate  per  capita  to  be  determined  at  each  session  of  the  Congress, 
but  in  no  case  to  exceed  ten  cents  per  annum. 

Section  2. — This  per  capita  assessment  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  - 
Treasurer  in  two  equal  instalments,  due  and  payable  on  or  before  the  15th  of 
November  and  the  15th  of  May  in  each  year. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  1.— The  officers  of  this  Congress  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-Presi- 
dent, a  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  an  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  these 
three  officers  and  six  additional  members,  three  from  the  Province  of  Ontario 
and  three  from  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

DUTIES    OF    OFFICERS. 

Section  1. — The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Congress  and 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  call  the  Executive  Committee  for  business  at 
his  discretion,  or  upon  requisition  of  three  members  of  it,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  are  usually  within  the  province  of  a  presiding  officer  of  a 
deliberate  body. 

Section  2. — The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in 
case  of  the  absence  or  resignation  of  that  officer. 

Section  3. — The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Congress,  and  shall  at  the  close  of  each  session,  prepare  and 
have  printed  a  report,  which  shall  contain  a  record  of  the  business  transacted  ; 
he  shall  receive  all  money  payable  to  the  Congress,  giving  his  receipt  for  the 
same,  and  shall  expend  it  in  payment  of  the  just  debts  of  the  Congress  ;  shall 
issue  to  all  labor  organizations  in  the  Dominion,  so  far  as  he  may  be  able,  cir- 
culars notifying  them  of  the  sessions  of  the  Congress  at  least  six  week  prior  to 
the  date  on  which  it  is  to  meet,  and  shall  arrange  for  reduced  railway  fares  for 
delegates  and  forward  to  all  of  whose  election  he  may  have  notification,  the  cer- 
tificates which  will  enable  them  to  obtain  the  same. 

Section  4. — The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  President, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  he  may  select,  and  shall  act  for  the  Congress  during 
the  irtervals  between  its  sessions  ;  they  shall  watch  the  Provincial  Legislatures 
and  Dominion  Parliament,  and  shall  as  far  as  possible  endeavor  to  further  the 
legislatian  decided  on  by  the  Congress  at  each  session,  or  such  other  legislation 
as  shall  by  them  be  deemed  advisable.  They  may  appoint  one  or  more  of  their 
number,  if  the  revenue  of  the  Congress  will  permit,  to  attend  the  Provincial 
Legislatures  or  Dominion  Parliament,  and  press  for  legislation  in  the  interest  of 
wage-earners,  or  act  in  conjunction  with  the  delegates  of  any  other  labor  organ- 
ization to  that  end.
